Major Afghan assault begins 


Officials describe offensive as the largest Marine operation since Fallujah in 2004

NAWA, Afghanistan — U.S. Marines 
hiked through searing heat and took fire 
from small pockets of militants Thursday 
after landing in this Taliban-controlled 
southern region of tree-lined fields, mud 
homes and crisscrossing waterways in 
the first major operation under Presi- 
dent Barack Obama’s strategy to stabilize 
Afghanistan. 

The southern offensive was launched 
shortly after 1 a.m. Thursday, as thou- 
sands of Marines poured from helicopters 
and armored vehicles into Taliban-con- 
trolled villages in Helmand province, a

Taliban stronghold and the world’s largest 
opium poppy-producing area. The goal is 
to clear insurgents from the hotly con- 
tested region before the nation’s Aug. 20 
presidential election. 

One Marine was killed during the oper- 
ation and several others had been injured, 
the Marine Corps announced Thursday. 

Officials described the offensive as the 
largest and fastest-moving of the war’s 
new phase and the biggest Marine as- 
sault since the one in Fallujah, Iraq, in 
2004. It involves nearly 4,000 newly ar- 
rived Marines plus 650 Afghan forces. 
British forces last week led similar, but 
smaller, missions to clear out insurgents 
in Helmand and neighboring Kandahar 


province. 

“Where we go we will stay, and where we 
stay, we will hold, build and work toward 
transition of all security responsibilities to 
Afghan forces,” Marine Corps Brig. Gen. 
Larry Nicholson said in a statement. 

Transport helicopters carried hundreds 
of Marines into the village of Nawa, some 
20 miles south of the provincial capital of 
Lashkar Gah, in a region where no U.S. or 
other NATO troops have operated in large 
numbers. The troops took many insur- 
gents by surprise, dropping behind Tal- 
iban lines, said Capt. Drew Schoenmaker, 
from Greene, N.Y.

SEOUL — North Korea test-fired four 
short-range missiles Thursday, South 
Korea’s Defense Ministry said, a move 
that aggravates already high tensions 
following Pyongyang’s recent nuclear 
test and U.N. sanctions imposed as 
punishment.

Yonhap news agency, citing an un- 
named military official, reported all 
four missiles flew about 60 miles and 
identified them as KN-01 missiles with 
a range of up to 100 miles. 

The launches came as North Korea’s 
relations with the United States, South 
Korea and other countries were already 
severely strained after its May 25 under- 
ground nuclear test and a series of mis- 
sile firings. The U.N. Security Council 
adopted tough sanctions last month to 
punish the communist regime. 

“We had expected that they will fire 
short-range missiles at any time,” South 
Korea’s Foreign Minister Yu Myung- 
hwan told The Associated Press at a 
reception held at the U.S. ambassador’s 
residence to mark Independence Day. 
“It’s not a good sign because they are 
demonstrating their military power.”

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Missiles: Russia, Japan call for N. Korea to halt launches

In Tokyo, Japanese Prime Min- 
ister Taro Aso called the missile 
launches “provocative acts” and 
urged the North to refrain. 

Russian Foreign Milinistry 
spokesman Andrei Nesterenko 
also expressed concern over the 
North’s missile launches, saying, 
“We have always asked North Ko- 
reans to abstain from actions that 
may exacerbate the situation.” 

The first launch came just be- 
fore the U.S. ambassador’s recep- 
tion started in the late afternoon, 
while the second and third came 
as it was under way, based on 
times provided by the Defense 
Ministry. The timing for the 
fourth launch was not immedi- 
ately available. 

While it was not clear if the fir- 
ings were meant to coincide with 
the event, the North did launch a 
long-range missile in 2006 in the 
early morning hours of July 5, 
which coincided with the July 4 
holiday in the United States. 

The United States is seeking 
Chinese support to enforce U.N. 
sanctions imposed on the North 
to punish it over the nuclear test. 
Philip Goldberg, in charge of co- 
ordinating the implementation 
of sanctions against the North, 
told reporters in Beijing that he 
had “very good conversations” 
with Chinese officials Thursday, 
though did not give details of the 
talks. 

Separately, China’s top nuclear 
envoy, Wu Dawei, left Thursday 
for Russia as part of diplomatic 
efforts to push North Korea back 
to the stalled nuclear disarma- 
ment talks, according to the Chi- 
nese Foreign Ministry. 

The trip will also take Wu to the 
U.S., Japan, and South Korea, the 
ministry said.

The North Korean ship is the 
first vessel monitored under the 
new U.N. sanctions that seek to 
clamp down on Pyongyang’s trad- 
ing of banned arms and weapons- 
related material by requiring 
U.N. member states to request 
inspections of ships suspected of 
carrying prohibited cargo.

New Navy camoutlage 
uniforms starting to 
appear across the globe

SASEBO NAVAL BASE, Japan 
— Strange blue “cammies” are 
showing up here and there at 
bases overseas. 

Those servicemembers aren’t 
from a visiting military. They’re 
wearing the Navy’s newest ward- 
robe addition. 

An updated Navy working uni- 
form has been under develop- 
ment for some time and is now 
on exchange shelves — and sail- 
ors — in the United States. 

But don’t expect to buy it off 
the rack this summer or next 
summer in Japan, Guam and 
Europe. Sailors in those areas 
must wait until October 2010, 
according to the schedule pub- 
lished in a Navy-wide bulletin. 

The overseas areas are last on 
the list for the scheduled roll- 
out of the camouflage uniforms, 
which will be the standard work- 
ing uniform on the shore and 
eventually replace other working 
uniforms, wash khakis and non- 
tactical camouflage uniforms. 

Expect to see more of the blue 
and gray work camies overseas, 
though. 

“Leadership is wearing it now, 
and it is issued in boot camp,” 
said Lt. Cate Wallace, spokes- 
woman for the Navy’s 7th Fleet. 

The uniforms are authorized 
for those who can buy them, 


which for now includes only a 
couple of regions in the United 
States. 

Exchanges in the southeast 
U.S. already stock the uniforms 
and stores on the West Coast 
will be selling them by January, 
according to the Navy rollout 
schedule. 

Last month, the Navy eased 
restrictions on stateside sol- 
diers who are already wearing 
the uniform, allowing them to 
makes short stops at off-base 
locations such as gas stations 
and convenience stores while 
still in uniform. 

Meanwhile, sightings remain 
rare in Japan. Commanders, 
sailors visiting from the U.S. and 
sailors fresh from boot camp are 
turning up in the distinctive, 
minimal uniform. 

The camouflage outfit has gen- 
erated interest and criticism for 
its departure from traditional 
Navy dress. 

When October 2010 arrives, 
sailors in Japan, Guam and Eu- 
rope will have two months to 
switch out the current working 
uniforms, which will no longer 
be allowed after December 2010, 
the Navy said.

A militarywide recall has been 
issued for Dairyshake powders 
found in Meals, Ready to Eat 
(MREs) and Unitized Group Ra- 
tions-Express (UGR-Es). 

Plainview Milk Products Coop- 
erative in Minnesota issued the 
voluntary recall after a Food and 
Drug Administration inspection 
found salmonella contamination 
on some of the facility’s equip- 
ment, according to an FDA news 
release dated June 29. 

The dairy cooperative might 
have shipped nonfat dry milk, 
fruit stabilizers, whey protein, 
and gum products contaminated 
with the bacteria between June 
2007 and June 2009, according 
to the Defense Supply Center. 

People should not consume the 
Dairyshake powder rations and 
should destroy any Dairyshake 
powders contained in the meals. 

The products affected by the 
recall are the vanilla, chocolate, 
strawberry and strawberry-ba- 
nana flavors of the Dairyshake 
powder. 

Plainview sells its products to

distributors and manufacturers, 
which may then use those ingre- 
dients in other products, accord- 
ing to the release. 

“The remainder of the MRE/ 
UGR-E menu is consumable 
and should not be discarded/de- 
stroyed,” a DSC news release 
said. 

In Japan, commissary officials 
at Yokota Air Base and the Ar- 
my’s Camp Zama said all MREs 
on store shelves were pulled im- 
mediately once the recall was 
announced. 

The Yokota commissary sold 
only a limited amount of the 
product, said store manager Ciro 
Quaranta. He said all its MREs, 
including those in the com- 
missary warehouse, have been 
put on hold to be inspected and 
destroyed. 

A Zama commissary Official 
said similar measures have been 
taken. 

No illnesses have been report- 
ed from consuming the powder, 
and an investigation to determine 
the source of the contamination 
continues, the FDA said.

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Pakistan boosts 
troops along

ISLAMABAD — Pakistan’s 
army has deployed more troops 
to a stretch of the Afghan border 
to stop Taliban militants fleeing a 
major U.S. offensive in southern 
Afghanistan, a spokesman said 
Thursday. 

Nearly 4,000 U.S. Marines plus 
650 Afghan forces moved into 
Afghanistan’s Helmand province 
early Thursday to take on the Tal- 
iban in one of their strongholds. 

Pakistani and U.S. officials 
have expressed concern the 
American troop buildup in south- 
ern Afghanistan could push 
the militants across the poorly 
guarded and mountainous border 
into Pakistan. 

“We’ve mustered more troops 
from the other areas of the 
border” to deploy opposite the 
Helmand region, Maj. Gen. Athar 
Abbas said. “We expected that 
the effect of this operation would 
be that the pressure would come 
on the border. We are rearrang- 
ing where the pressure is less on 
the border of crossing. It is sort 
of a reorganization and redeploy- 
ment of the forces.” 

Abbas declined to give specif- 
ics, such as how many troops 
were being sent to bolster those

already along that stretch of the 
border or exactly how much of 
the move was coordinated with 
the United States. 

But he added: “It started months 
ago. (The U.S.) had indicated that 
they will be coming to Helmand 
and the eastern part of Afghani- 
stan. The threat was visualized. 
The possibility of crossing was 
visualized. We have addressed it 
by beefing up the border posts.” 

Pakistan shares a 1,600-mile 
border with Afghanistan. The 
section opposite Helmand is 
around 160 miles long and lies 
in Baluchistan province, where 
U.S. officials believe the Afghan 
Taliban’s top leadership are hid- 
ing out. 

It was unclear, however, if the 
latest troop movement in Paki- 
stani was part of a larger op- 
eration involving both sides. The 
stretch affected lies far from the 
main insurgent battlegrounds in 
Pakistan: the tribal areas farther 
north. 

The overall commitment of Is- 
lamabad to Washington’s aims in 
Afghanistan has been questioned. 
Pakistan has frequently been ac- 
cused in the past of failing to stop 
— and sometimes aiding — the 
movement of insurgents into Af- 
ghanistan from its side of the 
border.

2 die in bombing near Pakistan nuke facility

RAWALPINDI, Pakistan — Bombs targeting 
police and employees of a Pakistani nuclear facil- 
ity killed two people and wounded scores more 
Thursday — the latest attacks to hit Pakistan as 
it battles Taliban insurgents near the border with 
Afghanistan. 

Meanwhile, a prominent militant commander in 
the northwest reportedly agreed to halt attacks on 
security forces there, a move that could help the 
army in its efforts to eliminate the Taliban leader- 
ship in the region. 

The attack on a bus carrying workers from Paki- 
stan’s main nuclear facility took place in Rawalpin- 
di, which lies next to the capital and is home to the 
headquarters of Pakistan’s military 

A suicide bomber riding a motorcycle slammed 
into the bus with employees of the Khan Research 
Laboratories, wounding 29 people, senior police of- 
ficial Rana Shahid said. 

Shahid originally said six people were killed in the 
attack, but he later revised that to only 29 wounded 
— including five seriously. He said the bomber was 
the sole fatality. 

An AP reporter saw pieces of a charred motor- 
bike lying on the ground, as well as a damaged bus, 
car and van. Shattered glass and twisted metal Lit- 


tered the road. 

Taxi driver Mohammed Ejaz said he saw a young 
man dressed with a black scarf around his neck rev- 
ving his motorcycle on the side of the road. “Within 
moments he zigzagged his way to the bus, and then 
there was a huge explosion,” Ejaz said. 

The second attack took place near Peshawar, the 
main city in the northwest, where a roadside bomb 
killed two policemen and wounded five more, police 
official Ghayoor Afridi said. 

No one immediately claimed responsibility for ei- 
ther blast, but a series of attacks in recent months 
have been carried out by Islamist militants with 
roots in the lawless border regions near Afghani- 
stan, where the army is currently fighting the 
insurgents. 

Earlier Thursday, Maulvi Nazir, a powerful 
militant chieftain in the frontier region of South 
Waziristan, declared a cease-fire against security 
forces, government official Syed Abdul Ghafoor 
Shah said. The terms of the deal were not made 
public. “This is a good sign for peace,” Shah said, 
adding that tribal elders would be responsible for 
ensuring peace in are the area, which includes the 
region’s main town of Wana. 

Ameer Gulstan, one of the 120 tribal elders who 
met with Nazir, and intelligence officials also con- 
firmed the meeting.

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Economy seen as key in Afghanistan 
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National security adviser: ‘Military alone’ will not win fight against Taliban

CAMP LEATHERNECK, Af- 
ghanistan — National security 
adviser James L. Jones told U.S. 
military commanders here last 
week that the Obama adminis- 
tration wants to hold troop lev- 
els here flat for now, and focus 
instead on carrying out the pre- 
viously approved strategy of in- 
creased economic development, 
improved governance and par- 
ticipation by the Afghan military 
and civilians in the conflict. 

The message seems designed 
to cap expectations that more 
troops might be coming, though 
the administration has not ruled 
out additional deployments in the 
future. 

“This will not be won by the 
military alone,” Jones said in an 
interview during his trip. “We 
tried that for six years.” He also 
said: “The piece of the strategy 
that has to work in the next year 
is economic development. If that 
is not done right, there are not 
enough troops in the world to 
succeed.” 

Jones delivered his message 
after a 30-minute briefing by 
Marine Brig. Gen. Lawrence D. 
Nicholson, who commands 9,000 
Marines here, nearly half the 
new deployments Obama _ has 
sent to Afghanistan. 

The day before in Kabul, Jones 
delivered the same message to 
Gen. Stanley A. McChrystal, 
the new overall commander in 


Afghanistan. McChrystal has 
undertaken a 60-day review de- 
signed to ad- 


dress all the 
issues in the 
war. 

In _addi- 
tion, Jones 
has told Sec- 
retary of De- 
fense Robert 
Gates and 
Adm. Mzi- 
chael Mul-

Chiefs of Staff, that they should 
focus on implementing the cur- 
rent strategy, completing the re- 
view and getting more Afghan 
forces involved in the fight before 
requesting additional U.S. troops 
for Afghanistan.

The province is facing a rising 
and lethal Taliban insurgency. 

During the briefing, Nicholson 
told Jones that he was “a little 
light,” more than hinting that he 
could use more forces. 

“We don’t have enough force to 
go everywhere,” Nicholson said. 

But Jones recalled how Obama 
had initially decided to deploy 
additional forces this year. 

“At a table much like this,” 
Jones said, referring to the pol- 
ished wood table in the White 
House Situation Room, “the 
president’s principals met and 
agreed to recommend 17,000 
more troops for Afghanistan.” 

The principals — Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton; 
Gates; Mullen; and the director 
of national intelligence, Dennis 
C. Blair — made this recom- 
mendation in February during 
the first full month of the Obama 
administration. 

The president approved the de- 
ployments, which included Nich- 
olson’s Marines. 

Soon after that, Jones said, 
the principals told the president, 
“oops,” we need an additional 
4,000 to help train the Afghan 
army. 

“They then said, ‘If you do all 
that, we think we can turn this 


around,” Jones said, reminding 
the Marines here that the presi- 
dent had quickly approved and 
publicly announced the addition- 
al 4,000. 

Now suppose you’re the presi- 
dent, Jones told them, and the 
requests come into the White 
House for yet more force. How 
do you think Obama might look 
at this? Jones asked, casting his 
eyes around the colonels. How do 
you think he might feel? 

Nicholson and the colonels said 
nothing. 

Well, Jones went on, after all 
those additional troops, 17,000 
plus 4,000 more, if there were 
new requests for force now, the 
president would quite likely 
have “a Whiskey Tango Foxtrot 
moment.” 

Everyone in the room caught 
the phonetic reference to ‘WTF’ 
— which in the military and 
elsewhere means “What the 
[expletive]?” 

Nicholson and his colonels — 
all or nearly all veterans of Iraq 
— seemed to blanch at the unam- 
biguous message that this might 
be all the troops they were going 
to get. 


A question not settled 


Obama sent Jones last week to 
Afghanistan, Pakistan and India 
to make an assessment and ex- 
plain the president’s thinking. 

As a presidential candidate 
and as president, Obama stressed 
that the Afghan war was neglect- 
ed in the Bush administration. In 
announcing the first additional 
17,000 troops on Feb. 17, Obama 
said that “the Taliban is resur- 
gent in Afghanistan” and that al- 
Qaeda “threatens America from 
its safe haven” in neighboring 
Pakistan. 


“We don’t need more U.S. forc- 
es,” Nicholson finally told Jones. 
“We need more Afghan forces.” 

It is a complaint Jones heard 
repeatedly. Jones and other offi- 
cials said Afghanistan, and par- 
ticularly its president, Hamid 
Karzai, have not mobilized suffi- 
ciently for their own war. Karzai 
has said Afghanistan is making 
a major effort in the war and is 
increasing its own forces as fast 
as possible. 

In an interview, Nicholson said 
that in the six months he has 
been building Camp Leather- 
neck and brought 9,000 Marines 
to the base, not a single addition- 
al member of the Afghanistan 
National Army (ANA) has been 
assigned to assist him. 

Hesaidheneeded “Afghanistan 
security forces — all flavors,” in- 
cluding soldiers, police, border 
patrol and other specialists. 

The evening before the Jones 
meeting, a Marine was killed 
during a patrol in Now Zad, a 
town in Helmand where people 
had fled the fighting. 

“If we had several ANA in Now 
Zad, we might not have lost that 
Marine,” said one civilian offi- 
cial, noting that the Afghan army 
could supply the “eyes and ears” 
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that were badly needed to sound 
warnings and scout on patrols. 
One senior U.S. diplomat in Af- 
ghanistan estimated that the mil- 
itary needs one member of the 
Afghan security forces for every 
10 U.S. troops to operate safely 
and stabilize the area. That would 
mean Nicholson should have ap- 
proximately 900 Afghans, and he 
effectively has none. 

At the briefing for Jones, 
Nicholson pointed to the mis- 
sion statement, which said that 
“killing the enemy is secondary.” 
His campaign plan states, “Pro- 
tect the populace by, with and 
through the ANSF,” the Afghani- 
stan National Security Forces, 
which makes the absence of the 
additional Afghans particularly 
galling to Nicholson. 

Though the United States sup- 
plies most of the funding for the 
Afghan army, the force is con- 
trolled by the Defense Ministry. 
Jones said he would press Karzai 
and others to deploy more of the 
Afghan soldiers to work here in 
Helmand. 


‘The razor’s edge’ 


Jones said repeatedly on this 
trip that the new strategy has 
three legs, all of which he said 
had to be dramatically improved: 
security; economic development 
and reconstruction; and gover- 
nance by the Afghans under the 
rule of law. 

“The president realizes it’s on 
the razor’s edge,” Jones said, sug- 
gesting not only a difficult, dan- 
gerous time but also a situation 
that could cut either way. “And 
he’s worried that others don’t.” 

The National Security Council 
is developing a series of measure- 
ments to assess the effectiveness 
of the strategy and the capability 
of the Afghan government and 
Afghan security forces. This is 
expected to be presented to Con- 
gress soon. 

Jones made it clear in his visit 
to Afghanistan that it is a new 
era and that Obama will not au- 
tomatically give the military 
commanders whatever force lev- 
els they request — the frequent 
practice of President George W. 
Bush in the Iraq war. 

“This is a decisive moment,” 
Jones told U.S. military leaders, 
diplomats and the presidents of 
Afghanistan and Pakistan, “a 
strategic moment, and we better 
get it right.” 
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FBI files: Saddam feared Iran more than U.S.

The farm where Saddam Hus- 
sein hid from U.S. forces before 
he was captured in December 
2003 was familiar ground for the 
Iraqi dictator: It was the same 
place, he told an FBI agent, where 
he sought refuge 44 years earlier 
after taking part in a failed at- 
tempt to kill Iraq’s president. 

Saddam also told the U.S. offi- 
cial that he had used telephones 
only twice in the last 14 years, and 
moved his locations daily. With 
troops closing in on him, Saddam 
returned to the farm outside Tikrit 
where he hid in 1959 after joining 
in a failed bid to assassinate Iraqi 
president Abd Al-Karim Qassem. 

Those details are among more 
than 100 pages of notes written by 
George Piro, an FBI special agent 
who interviewed Saddam after he 
was nabbed at the farm. The notes 


of the FBI interviews were made 
public by the National Security 
Archive, a non-governmental re- 
search institute.

Former President George W. 
Bush justified the invasion of Iraq 
in large part on the assertion Iraq 
had weapons of mass destruction 
and could provide them to terror- 
ists. Saddam had used chemical 
weapons previously and the Bush 
administration maintained that 
he was pursuing biological and 
nuclear weapons. No such weap- 
ons were found after the war. 

In the interviews, Saddam dis- 
missed Osama bin Laden as a 
“Zealot,” said he had never per- 
sonally met the al-Qaida leader 
and that the Iraqi government 
didn’t cooperate with the terrorist 
group against the United States. 

The institute obtained the 
FBI summaries through a Free- 
dom of Information Act request 


and posted them on its Web site 
Wednesday. The New York Daily 
also wrote about the Hussein files 
last week after similarly obtain- 
ing summaries of the interviews 
through a FOIA request. 

Saddam also stated that the 
United States used the Sept. 11 
terrorist attack as ajustification to 
attack Iraq and said the U.S. had 
“lost sight of the cause of 9/11.” 
He claimed that he denounced the 
attack in a series of editorials. 

Piro earlier had described their 
talks in an interview with CBS’s 
“60 Minutes” last year. Saddam 
told him he had “miscalculated” 
former President George W. 
Bush’s intentions and expected 
only a limited U.S. attack. 

“Hussein stated Iraq could have 
absorbed another United States 
strike, for he viewed this as less of 
a threat than exposing themselves 
to Iran,” according to a June 11, 
2004, FBI interview report. 


Biden visits Baghdad as bombings kill at least 3

BAGHDAD — Vice President Joe Biden 
arrived in Iraq on Thursday to visit U.S. 
soldiers, just two days after all American 
combat troops withdrew from Baghdad 
and all of Iraq’s cities and towns. 

During his visit, Biden will meet with 
Iraqi leaders, including President Jalal 
Talabani and Prime Milinister Nouri 
al-Maliki. 

A White House statement said Biden 
will reiterate the U.S. 
commitment to carry 
out President Barack 
Obama’s plan to with- 
draw combat forces. 
He also will press 
Iraqi leaders to make 
more progress toward 
political reconcilia- 
tion. It was his first 
trip to Iraq as vice 
president. 

Al-Maliki named 
the day U.S. combat 
troops withdrew, June 30, as “National 
Sovereignty Day” and declared it a public 
holiday. 

On that same day, the White House said 
that Biden will oversee the administration’s 
Iraq policy and work with its government 
to overcoming their political differences 
and achieve reconciliation. 

In Washington, Obama said about Iraq 
that he has always reserved the right to 
adjust the U.S. troop withdrawal timetable 
in Iraq based on changing circumstances. 
But he said he was confident the U.S. will 
be able to abide by agreements it made 
with Iraqis. 

In a White House interview, Obama also 
said he believes Iraqis do not want to re- 
turn to spiraling violence of past years but 
added that he has not seen sufficient rec- 
onciliation among Iraq’s political factions. 

He also praised U.S. commanders for 
handing over security to Iraqis in cities 
and urban areas this week. 

Biden arrived as violence flared for an- 
other day inthe Iraqicapital, with bombings 
killing at least three people in the Baghdad 
area in the first significant violence since 
Iraqi forces assumed responsibility for se- 
curing cities after the withdrawal of U.S. 
combat troops from urban areas earlier 
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Iraqi security forces patrol the site of a roadside bombing in Baghdad’s Karrada neighborhood on Thursday. The attack was the first 
in Baghdad since U.S. troops withdrew from Iraqi cities in a step toward winding down the American war effort by the end of 2011. 


this week. 

A car bomb near the northern city of 
Kirkuk also killed one man and wounded 
another six others, police said. 

In Baghdad, the violence began when a 
roadside bomb struck an Iraqi army pa- 
trol, killing an Iraqi soldier and wounding 
seven other people, police and hospital of- 
ficials said. 

The attack occurred near a bridge that 
controls access to the walled-off Green 
Zone in central Baghdad. 

A car bomb later exploded near a mar- 
ket on the highway south of Baghdad, kill- 
ing at least two people and wounding 15, 


according to a police officer at the regional 
command. 

The officials spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because they weren’t authorized to 
release the information. 

On Tuesday acar bomb killed more than 
30 people in the northern city of Kirkuk. 

But Thursday’s bombings were the first 
deadly attacks recorded in Baghdad after 
the Iraqis officially assumed responsibil- 
ity for securing the cities and most of the 
130,000 American troops in Iraq pulled 
back from urban areas to large bases on 
the outskirts. 

Persistent violence has raised concerns 


about the readiness of Iraqi forces to take 
over their own security. 

At least 447 Iraqi civilians were killed 
in June, double the toll from the previous 
month, according to an Associated Press 
tally. 

Defense Ministry spokesman Maj. Gen. 
Mohammed al-Askari insisted his forc- 
es were on track in protecting the Iraqi 
people. 

“The first phase of implementing the 
American forces withdrawal agreement 
has ended peacefully and successfully 
without any problems,” he said at a news 
conference. 
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U.S. soldier believed to be captured by Taliban

KHOST, Afghanistan — U.S. forces in 
eastern Afghanistan are conducting an 
intense search for a soldier who wandered 
off his post and is now presumed captured 
by the Taliban, a spokeswoman for U.S. 
Forces Afghanistan confirmed Thursday. 

For reasons not disclosed, the soldier 
walked away from his unit on Tuesday, 
and the military has information from 
local Afghans that he was captured, said 
Capt. Elizabeth Mathias. 

“We have basically been trying to find 
him in every way possible,” Mathias told 
Stars and Stripes. 

Col. Greg Julian, the chief spokesman 
for U.S. Forces Afghanistan, said the sol- 
dier was captured in the Paktika province, 
where he was deployed in a small outpost. 
He said an investigation was under way to 
determine what led to the soldier’s disap- 
pearance on Tuesday. 

Julian said there has not yet been any 


direct communication with the kidnap- 
pers, but U.S. forces had reason to believe 
the soldier was still alive. He would not 
elaborate. 

The Department of Defense has yet to 
release the soldier’s identity, but his family 
has already been notified and his identity 
was likely to be released later on Thursday, 
Julian said. Among the units deployed to 
help search for the missing soldier was a 
unit from Camp Clark in Khost province, 
just north of Paktika, where the search is 
under way. 

U.S. forces from the region have been 
diverted to the area where the soldier 
went missing. The region borders the 
South Waziristan tribal areas. 

Maj. Jose Aymat, the executive officer 
at Camp Clark, said reports from Paktika 
indicate that the soldier was captured by 
two individuals in a four-wheel-drive ve- 
hicle. He said battalions deployed across 
eastern Afghanistan have each committed 
one or two platoons to join the search effort 
and they have cordoned off the area where 


they think the soldier is being held. 

“All the roads [in and out of the area] are 
pretty much under the control of U.S. forc- 
es and the ANA (Afghan National Army),” 
Aymat said. “All activities in the region 
other than force protection have ceased be- 
cause the effort now is to find our soldier.” 
Information heard over radio communcia- 
tions indicate that the Taliban is considering 
whether to negotiate a deal or ransom in ex- 
change for the soldier’s release, Aymat said. 

At Clark, there was a sense of frustration 
at the situation created by the soldier’s cap- 
ture. Many questioned why the soldier’s 
leadership was not aware of the possibility 
that he was in distress. 

Other soldiers said they were concerned 
that the concerted effort to find the soldier 
was putting so many forces at risk, while 
leaving other areas with less forces to 
carry out their own missions. 

By midday Thursday, CBS News posted 
a story on its Web site saying a Taliban 
commander had called one of their report- 
ers to claim they were holding the soldier, 


along with three Afghans, near the Paki- 
stani border. The Taliban commander, 
who spoke to CBS by satellite telephone, 
said the soldier’s fate would be decided by 
Taliban leaders, but that the militant group 
“would not mind an exchange of prisoners 
in this case,” CBS reported. 

The last high-profile incidence of a ser- 
vicemember going missing in Afghanistan 
was under much different circumstances. 

In June 2005, a SEAL team tracking a 
high-ranking Taliban commander was 
ambushed in eastern Afghanistan. 

Three of the team members were killed 
in the initial battle, but a fourth, Marcus 
Luttrell, was able to walk and crawl seven 
miles after being badly wounded to avoid 
capture. He was given shelter in a village 
and was eventually rescued by U.S. forces 
six days after the original battle. At the 
time, the U.S. military for several days list- 
ed all four members of the SEAL team as 
missing, until details of the fight and confir- 
mation of the deaths were later released. 
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Economic initiative could be Iraq reconstruction case study

SAAB AL BOR, Iraq — Last 
week, a woman was putting out 
bunches of greens at the produce 
and meat market in this small 
town near Baghdad. They cost 
her customers about 25 cents a 
bunch. 

Two years ago, her livelihood 
cost her shrapnel wounds that left 
scars on her leg, arms and neck. 

Violence between Sunnis and 
Shiites once overwhelmed resi- 
dents in Saab al Bor, which lies 
along the country’s major high- 
way that runs west to Syria. By 
the spring of 2007, most of the 
town’s 40,000 residents had fled. 

Three things happened to lure 
people back home last year: The 
U.S. military hired many of those 
causing the violence and made 
them members of the “Sons of 
Iraq.” Those members in turn 
helped the military find some of 
the insurgents behind the continu- 
ing violence. And the U.S. dumped 
a load of money into the town. 

The cash came from the Com- 
manders Emergency Response 
Program, which began shortly 
after the March 2003 invasion as 
a way to help Iraqis clean and se- 
cure their neighborhoods — and 
buy some goodwill. U.S. com- 
manders began referring to CERP 
as their “walking-around money” 
— an officer could walk through 
a town, see a problem, and within 
a few weeks put money toward 
fixing it. In Saab al Bor, the cash 
was used to create jobs, clean up 
rubble and make the local water 
drinkable. 

Now, as the U.S. military pres- 
ence in Iraq begins to steadily 
diminish, the CERP money will 
begin to recede as well. 

“As troop numbers go down, the 
CERP money will go down. CERP 
is a commander’s program,” said 
Lt. Col. Simon Gardner, whose of- 
fice oversees CERP spending for 
Multi-National Division-Baghdad. 
To spend the funds, he said, “you 
have to have commanders.” 

The turnaround in Saab al Bor 


has become a case study of the ef- 
fectiveness of the CERP program; 
it’s part of the curriculum at the 
U.S. Army and Marine Corps 
Counterinsurgency Center at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., officials say. 

As of June, the town’s popula- 
tion had surged to about 50,000 
people, with about 30 to 40 fami- 
lies moving back home each week. 
Violence is almost nil, according 
to Capt. Owen Adams, who com- 
mands Troop B, 2nd Squadron, 
104th Cavalry Regiment. 

The troop moved into the town 
in February and was hit twice in 
March with roadside bombs and 
small-arms fire that caused no se- 
rious injuries, Adams said. Since 
then, things have been very quiet. 

Yet the successes in Saab al Bor 
have brought other problems, said 
1st Lt. Matt Swartzell of Troop B. 
CERP projects were meant to pro- 
vide a temporary fix to problems 
until the Iraqi government could 
take over, but in many cases that 
takeover has yet to happen. 

The town lacks enough trained 
garbage truck drivers to empty 
trash bins. Septic tanks have not 
been emptied in three years. The 
town has no 24-hour clinic and the 
ambulances that run will deliver 
patients to Baghdad but won’t pick 





them up at their homes. 

Worst of all, the water is now pol- 
luted again and making people ill. 

A couple of years ago, the U.S. 
military spent about $8 million in 
CERP money to treat the water in 
the larger area of Taji, which in- 
cludes Saab al Bor, according to 
Maj. Guy Smith, also with the 2nd 
Squadron. The money put water 
treatment systems in place, but 
left no budget for operation and 
maintenance. 

As time passed, saline in the 
water ate through the treatment 
system’s pipes. Local water au- 
thorities sold off chlorine treat- 
ment for the system on the black 
market, Smith and others said. 

Smith and Adams are trying to 
work a second round of fixes, but 
under new rules put in place to 
improve the CERP program, they 
must have an agreement with the 
Iraqi Ministry of Municipalities 
and Public Works to take over the 
maintenance costs once repairs 
are made. In the meantime, Smith 
is working on getting approval to 
bring water trucks to the area. 

In the Baghdad area, CERP 
has pushed more than $14 million 
in microgrants to merchants and 
farmers in the past nine months. 
In the same period, military units

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there committed $117 million 
toward larger projects ranging 
from securing Iraqi government 
buildings to irrigating fields to 
treating water to improving elec- 
trical service. 

They now have another three 
months — until Sept. 30 — to 
commit another $151 million to 
improving infrastructure and 
businesses around the capital 
before the new U.S. budget cycle 
begins. 

“We want to spend it to create 
effects smartly,” said Gardner. 

That hasn’t always been the 
case. 

CERP has come under criti- 
cism by Iraqis for spending money 
without regard to local priorities. 
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And there has been some corrup- 
tion: In one extreme case, a U.S. 
Army captain was indicted ear- 
lier this year for taking $690,000 
from the program, the Los Ange- 
les Times reported in April. 

First Lt. Young Ethridge, a 
Pennsylvania Army National 
Guardsman with the 2nd Squad- 
ron, 104th Cavalry Regiment, has 
taped that newspaper story next 
to his desk. Ethridge’s job is to 
review a project as it progresses 
and to facilitate final payments to 
contractors. As a trained project 
purchasing officer for the Army, 
he can be held liable for his 
decisions. 

Now, officers like Ethridge can 
only work on 12 projects at a time, 
one of the new rules put in place 
to improve the program, officers 
said. 

Another change involves ob- 
taining endorsement from Iraqi 
officials for reconstruction proj- 
ects, according to Lt. Col. Maria 
Zumwalt, whose job includes 
overseeing CERP for the 1st Bri- 
gade Combat Team, 1st Cavalry 
Division, in northeastern Bagh- 
dad and nearby suburbs. 

Projects like hospital, school or 
utility renovations require a let- 
ter from an Iraqi official support- 
ing the project. 

The letter also states the Iraqi 
agency will start upkeep and sal- 
ary payments at the improved site 
after the military’s investment, 
Zumwalt said. 
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Tobacco tax affecting AAFES, NEX prices

Prices on cigarettes are increasing, in 
some cases by as much as $1.60 a pack, at 
military bases throughout the world due to 
a hefty tax increase on tobacco products 
sold in the United States. 

Even though the Army and Air Force 
Exchange Service and Navy Exchange pro- 
vide tax-free goods, the Defense Depart- 
ment mandates that military outlets keep 
prices within range of the market value for 
tobacco and alcohol sold in the States, an 
AAFES official said Wednesday. 

The DOD instruction mandates prices 
for tobacco sold at military exchanges in 
the States be set at 5 percent below the 
lowest civilian competitor price. Overseas, 
prices must be “within range” of state-

side prices, and are set using the average 
price for items sold at stateside exchanges, 
AAFES spokesman Judd Anstey said. 

“Tt’s not a choice by AAFES, it’s a re- 
quirement. I think that is very important to 
note,” Anstey said. 

On April 1, U.S. federal cigarette taxes 
increased from 39 cents to $1 per pack. 
That and other adjustments to state taxes 
on tobacco products translate into higher 
prices for cigarettes and tobacco products 
at military exchanges worldwide, he said. 

Prices at AAFES jumped July 1. 

Prices are to increase at Navy Exchange 
outlets in Europe on Aug. 1. Some exchang- 
es, however, have already increased prices. 

In 2008, AAFES tobacco sales totaled 
$504 million worldwide, Anstey said. The 
Navy Exchange sold $123.3 million worth 
of tobacco products, including cigarettes, 


cigars and smokeless tobacco in its past fis- 
cal year. That was up 1.6 percent from fis- 
cal 2007 figures, Navy Exchange Command 
spokesman Philip Garcia said. 

But price increases at the Navy Ex- 
change aren’t uniform. 

On June 23, for example, the price of a 
pack of Marlboro Lights and Marlboros at 
the mini-mart at Capodichino base in Italy 
increased from $3.85 to $4.50, but Marl- 
boro Ultra Lights stayed the same price. 

By Aug. 4, Navy Exchanges in Europe 
will increase cigarette prices on all brands 
except Merits, Garcia said. 

He could not explain the inconsistent in- 
creases or provide information about pos- 
sible increases at outlets in the Middle East 
or the Pacific. 

One customer said the price hike may 
help him kick the habit. 


“Quitting smoking is a goal of mine, so 
the price increase is one more incentive to 
consider in giving it up,” said Petty Officer 
2nd Class Michael Campbell, who has been 
smoking since he was 18. He’s now 26. 

Since military outlets are exempt from 
paying taxes, they’ll rake in more revenue 
from the price increases. Anstey said the 
additional revenue will be reflected in the 
amount of money that goes into funding 
Morale Welfare and Recreation programs. 

More than 30 percent of servicemem- 
bers smoke or use tobacco, nearly twice 
the smoking rate of the civilian population, 
according to the independent Institute of 
Medicine study, solicited by the Defense 
Department and Veterans Affairs.

During a recent Article 32 
hearing in Vilseck, Germany, in- 
volving a male soldier allegedly 
sexually assaulted by another 
male soldier, a CID investigator 
testified he wasn’t permitted to 
visit a popular social networking 
Web site on a Defense Depart- 
ment computer. 

Defense attorneys were try- 
ing to prove that the soldier’s 
MySpace page depicted homo- 
sexual behavior, and, thus, the 
seX Was consensual. 

CID special agent Shawn 
Burke, a lead investigator in the 
case, testified that he was un- 
aware of the MySpace page be- 
cause of the DOD regulations. 

Asked by a defense lawyer if 
he’d seen the images, easily found 
by searching the Web under the 
alleged victim’s name, Burke 
replied: “DOD forbids us from 
searching MySpace, and I will 
not use my personal computer for 
a criminal investigation.” 

Others services, including the 
Navy and some Army military 
police investigators, however, 
have either worked around the 
restrictions by installing com- 
mercial Internet service for work 
on certain cases, or by using their 
personal computers at home. 

Air Force Office of Special In- 
vestigations officials declined to 
discuss how their Internet inves- 
tigations work, but indicated that 
they have caught criminals dur- 
ing online investigations. 

Last month, Army officials or- 
dered network managers at 81 
U.S. locations to unblock Web 
sites such as Facebook, Flickr 
and Twitter as part of an effort to 
standardize access to the popular 
social networking tools. The order 
has no effect on overseas bases; 
guidance there will come from 
local signal commands, Army of- 
ficials said recently.

Yet, Web sites such as YouTube, 
MySpace and Facebook are key 
investigation tools, she said, not- 
ing that soldiers sometimes post 
evidence of gang affiliation or 
other illegal activity. 

In one high-profile case else- 
where in the military, Marine 
Lance Cpl. David Motari was 
thrown out of the military last 
year after he was seen in a You- 
Tube video throwing a puppy off 
a cliff while on patrol in Iraq. 

And in 2007, Air Force Staff Sgt. 
Aaron F. Wilson received three 
months in jail and a bad-conduct 
discharge after he posted a video 
of himself throwing a frog into a 
running F-16 engine at Kunsan 
Air Base, South Korea. 

The Naval Criminal Inves- 
tigative Service uses non-De- 
partment of the Navy computer 
networks to get around the In- 
ternet restrictions, according to 
Rodney Bush, NCIS deputy assis- 
tant director for cyber operations 
and investigations.

“NCIS does not use [Navy] net- 
works or Internet connectivity for 
investigative activity that could 
be potentially harmful to Navy 
and Marine Corps networks,” he 
said. 

“The majority of NCIS field 
offices around the globe have 
obtained commercial Internet 
connectivity for this purpose. 

“This connectivity provides our 
agents the ability to review areas 
of the Internet not authorized 
given the cyberspace security 
posture the [Navy] has established 
and it minimizes the risk of harm- 
ing [Navy] networks,” he said. 

The growing importance of the 
Internet in crime fighting is also 
acknowledged by the FBI. 

FBI public affairs officer Paul 
Bresson said new agents re- 
ceive training in the use of pub- 
lic information sources, such 
as the Internet, and agents get 
more specialized training once 
they are placed in a field office 
assignment. 

“The Internet is often thought 
of as a means for criminals to fa- 
cilitate their criminal activity in 
anonymity,” he said. “However, 
technology is neutral and law en- 
forcement is not always hindered 
by its sophistication. In fact ... it 
can often supply investigators with 
relative information that may not 
have been available otherwise.”

Flight 447 hit 
sea belly first

LE BOURGET, France — Air 
France Flight 447 slammed into 
the Atlantic Ocean, intact and 
belly first, at such a high speed 
that the 228 people aboard prob- 
ably had no time to even inflate 
their life jackets, French investi- 
gators said Thursday in their first 
report into — 
the June 1 | 
accident. 

Liken- 
ing the in- 
vestigation 
to a puzzle 
with miss- 
ing pieces, 
lead investi- 
gator Alain 
Bouillard 
said that one 
month after 
the crash, 
“we are very far from establish- 
ing the causes of the accident.” 

Problematic speed sensors 
on the Airbus A330-200 jet that 
have been the focus of intense 
speculation since the crash may 
have misled the plane’s pilots but 
were not a direct cause, Bouillard 
said. 

The plane was flying from Rio 
de Janeiro to Paris when it went 
down in a remote area of the At- 
lantic, 930 miles off Brazil and far 
from radar coverage. 

The French agency BEA re- 
leased its first preliminary 
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Bouillard 
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findings on the crash Thurs- 
day, calling it one of history’s 
most challenging plane crash 
investigations. 

The speed sensors, called Pitot 
tubes, are “a factor but not the 
only one,” Bouillard told a news 
conference in Le Bourget outside 
Paris. 

Other elements that came 
under scrutiny in the immediate 
aftermath of the crash, such as 
the possibility that heavy storms 
or lightning may have brought 
down the jet, were also down- 
played in the BEA’s presentation. 

Meteorological data show the 
presence of storm clouds in the 
area the jet would have flown 
through, but nothing out of the or- 
dinary for the equatorial region 
in June, Bouillard said, elimi- 
nating the theory that the plane 
could have encountered a storm 
of unprecedented power. Other 
flights through the area shortly 
after Flight 447 disappeared 
didn’t report unusual weather, 
Bouillard said. 

“Between the surface of the 
water and 35,000 feet, we don’t 
know what happened,” Bouillard 
admitted. 

“In the absence of the flight re- 
corders, it is extremely difficult 
to draw conclusions.” 

A burst of automated messages 
emitted by the plane before it fell 
gave rescuers only a vague loca- 
tion to begin their search, which 
has failed to locate the plane’s 
black boxes in the vast ocean 
expanse. 
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EU mulls pulling ambassadors from Iran

STOCKHOLM — The European Union on Thurs- 
day was considering Britain’s request to pull the 
bloc’s ambassadors from Iran, an extraordinary 
move that would send a powerful signal of EU unity 
in the wake of Tehran’s postelection crackdown. 

Some EU countries worry that pulling the bloc’s 
ambassadors from Tehran would only serve to iso- 
late the Iranian regime, cutting it off completely 
from outside influence. 

The issue was expected to be given high priority 
in a two-day meeting of EU foreign policy directors 
starting Thursday in Stockholm. 

The detentions of local personnel at the British 
Embassy last week cranked up Iran’s standoff with 


the West. Iranian state TV on Wednesday said Teh- 
ran released all but one of the employees. 

Both Britain and the EU condemned the deten- 
tions as “harassment and intimidation.” 

Iran accuses Europe of supporting anti-govern- 
ment rallies. The EU “has totally lost the compe- 
tence and qualifications needed for holding any kind 
of talks with Iran,” Iran’s chief of staff, Gen. Hasan 
Firouzabadi, was quoted as saying by the semioffi- 
cial Fars News Agency. 

Political analysts said recalling ambassadors from 
Iran would send a strong message of EU unity. “I 
think the symbolic signal cannot be underestimat- 
ed,” said Shannon Kile, a senior researcher at the 
Stockholm International Peace Research Institute. 


Rare copy of Declaration 
of Independence found 


LONDON — A rare copy of the 
American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence has been found in a file 
at the British National Archives. 

The Archives said the print, 
known as the Dunlap print after 
the printer who commissioned it, 
is the 26th copy of the document 
to be found. 

The last Dunlap print found 
was sold at an auction for $8.14 
million in 2000. 

Archives spokeswoman Ka- 
trina McClintock said Thursday 
that a researcher discovered the 
print months ago while looking 
through late 18th century files for 
something unrelated. 


Landslides in Nepal 
kill at least 12 people 


KATMANDU, Nepal — Land- 
slides triggered by monsoon rains 
swept through three villages in 


Nepal’s mountainous west Thurs- 
day, burying homes and killing at 
least nine people, a ministry offi- 
cial said. 

A landslide Wednesday in a 
village in Mugu, about 250 miles 
northwest of Katmandu, also 
killed three boys. 

The landslide deaths were the 
first reported since the begin- 
ning of the monsoon season this 
week. Hundreds of such fatalities 
are reported each year during the 
rainy season. 


U.S. ambassador returns 
to Venezuela after spat 


CARACAS, Venezuela — The 
U.S. ambassador to Venezuela has 
returned to his post — more than 
nine months after he was expelled 
by President Hugo Chavez. 

Patrick Duddy said Wednesday 
he hopes his return will be “the 
first step toward more productive 
relations.” 

In September, Chavez expelled 
Duddy in solidarity with Bolivia’s 
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president, who had kicked out the 
top U.S. diplomat on accusations 
of inciting violence. 

Washington denied the charges 
and responded by expelling both 
countries’ envoys. 


New leader of Taiwan’s 
de facto embassy named 


TAIPEI, Taiwan — The United 
States on Thursday named a ca- 
reer diplomat with wide-ranging 
experience in East Asia to be the 
new head of its de facto embassy 
in Taiwan. 

The American Institute in Tai- 
wan said William Stanton, cur- 
rently the No. 2 U.S. diplomat in 
South Korea, will replace outgo- 
ing institute head Stephen Young 
in August. 

Taiwan’s Foreign Ministry said 
it welcomed the appointment.

Court strikes 
down ban on 
Say sex in 
New Delhi

NEW DELHI — A court ruled 
Thursday to decriminalize ho- 
mosexuality in the Indian capi- 
tal, a groundbreaking decision 
that could bring more freedom to 
gays in this deeply conservative 
country. 

The Delhi High Court ruled 
that treating consensual gay sex 
as a crime is a violation of fun- 
damental rights protected by 
India’s constitution. 

The ruling, the first of its kind 
in India, applies only in New 
Delhi. 

“1’m so excited, and I haven’t 
been able to process the news 
yet,” said Anjali Gopalan, the 
executive director of the Naz 
Foundation (India) Trust, a sex- 
ual health organization that had 
filed the petition. “We’ve finally 
entered the 21st century.” 

But some religious leaders 
quickly criticized the ruling. 

“This Western culture cannot 
be permitted in our country,” said 
Maulana Khalid Rashid Farangi 
Mahali, a leading Muslim cleric 
in the northern city of Lucknow. 

The court’s verdict came more 
than eight years after the New 
Delhi-based foundation filed its 
petition — not unusually long in 
India’s notoriously clogged court 
system. 

The verdict can be challenged 
in India’s Supreme Court. 

Sex between people of the 
same gender has been illegal in 
India since a British colonial era 
law that classified it as “against 
the order of nature.” 

According to the law, gay sex is 
punishable by 10 years in prison. 

The law itself can only be 
amended by India’s Parliament 
and gay rights activists have long 
campaigned for it to be changed. 


coastal town of Sirte, east of the 
capital, Tripoli. 

The draft says the African 
Union “deeply regrets” that the 
United Nations ignored its previ- 
ous demand for the ICC in The 
Hague to postpone its arrest 
warrant against Sudanese Presi- 
dent Omar al-Bashir for crimes 
in Darfur. 

In consequence, the draft de- 
cision obtained by The AP pro- 
vides that AU countries “shall

Reed Brody, a spokesman for 
Human Rights Watch, said Af- 
rican signatories to the court re- 
fused a similar decision in June, 
but that Libya appeared to be 
pushing for it to adopted. 

Heads of states convened at 
AU summits reach their decision 
behind closed doors and by con- 


sensus, not vote, and it was not 
clear if the new measure would 
be approved Thursday. 

“The question is whether 
Libya will be heavy handed” in 
pushing the decision through, 
Brody said on the sidelines of the 
summit. 

Libya was one the first coun- 
tries to ignore the ICC and host 
al-Bashir despite the internation- 
al warrant against him issued in 
March. 

Al-Bashir is accused by the 


ICC prosecution of war crimes 
and crimes against humanity for 
masterminding Sudanese gov- 
ernment violence that has led to 
the death of some 300,000 people 
in Darfur since 2003. 

Sudan’s acting Foreign Min- 
ister, El Samany El Wasila, 
hailed the new draft AU decision 
Thursday.

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia — The catchy 
slogan, “Kicking the habit is on you, and 
marriage is on us,” is meant to entice 
young grooms to give up smoking by of- 
fering an attractive incentive. 

And, indeed, hundreds have expressed 
interest in the first anti-smoking drive 
of its kind in the kingdom, with one man 
saying he is ready to take up smoking just 
to be eligible for the grand prize — an all- 
expenses-paid wedding. 

In much of the Arab world, the groom 
alone bears the cost of getting married, 
including an expensive party, a dowry 
and a fully furnished house. Men often 
put off marriage until they’ve saved 
enough money to take a bride. 

Several commentators have com- 
plained that the campaign is turning 
women into a commodity, but organizers 
have taken the criticism in stride, say- 
ing they’re thrilled to get people talking 
about the dangers of smoking. About one 
quarter of Saudi Arabia’s 27.6 million 
residents indulge. 

Since June 20, banners have gone up 
on overpasses and bridges over the Saudi 
capital’s major highways, depicting the 
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campaign slogan in pink 
and reddish brown. Next to 
it are the faceless outlines 
of a bride, dressed in white 
and carrying a bouquet of 
flowers, and of a man wear- 
ing a_ black, ceremonial 
cloak over his white thobe, 
the traditional robe Saudi 
men wear. 

The anti-smoking campaign is also 
being advertised in malls, at universities 
and in magazines. 

The organizer, a local charity called 
Purity, stipulates that the marriage is the 
man’s first and that he has a recent mar- 
riage contract. In Islam, the contract is 
usually signed before a couple moves in 
together. 

A draw on Aug. 6 will include the names 
of the men who successfully quit smoking 
in a weeklong course. The winner will 
have all wedding expenses paid while 20 
runners-up will get free furniture. 

Sulaiman al-Soby, secretary-general of 
Purity, said the aim is to create a smoke- 
free family. One-third of Saudi school- 
children live in homes with smokers, 
according to a 2007 health survey. 

Al-Soby said he expects thousands to 
take part in the campaign, which only 
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covers the capital, Ri- 
yadh, a metropolis of 5 
million. 

Ali al-Abdullah, 
originally from Yemen, 
said he wouldn’t have 
attempted to quit with- 
out the new incentive. 
The 22-year-old, who 
is engaged to his cous- 
in, smokes a pack-and-a-half a day, “two 
when I have problems.” 

Salem al-Majdali, a spokesman for 
the charity, said hundreds of men have 
already applied or called to get more 
information. 

One was the nonsmoker who wanted to 
take up smoking. 

Another wanted to know if the charity 
also provides the bride. “‘Do we get to 
choose from a bride lineup?’” al-Majdali 
said, quoting the caller. 

Across the Arab world, economic bar- 
riers to getting married have prompted 
charities to jump in. From Gaza to Syria, 
Islamic groups have arranged mass wed- 
dings, to cut down on costs. 

In Egypt, an Islamic charity affiliated 
with the ruling party and a pro-govern- 
ment newspaper have provided furniture 
and appliances to young couples, in addi- 
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tion to collective parties. 

In Saudi Arabia, the anti-smoking 
drive has attracted criticism. 

Some have rejected the link between 
smoking and what they consider a holy 
union. Others wanted to know how Pu- 
rity could start the campaign without the 
religious blessings of clerics. 

Columnist Maha al-Hujailan said the 
concept is sexist. 

“The campaign stems from an idea di- 
rected at male smokers: ‘Give up having 
fun with a cigarette and take a woman in- 
stead,’” she wrote in the Al-Watan news- 
paper Sunday. 

Another commentator, Suzan al-Mash- 
hady, noted that Arabs have criticized 
the West for using women to promote 
merchandise. “Today, we’re using ... the 
same two-in-one method adopted by a 
hair product that promises to clean the 
hair and condition it at the same time,” 
she wrote in the Al-Hayat newspaper. 

Al-Majdali said many have misunder- 
stood the slogan. 

“Did we say we’re offering a woman?” 
he said. 

“In any case, the fact that people are 
discussing the campaign means we have 
fulfilled our goal of spreading the word 
about it,” he added. 


India development leaves farmers wealthy, but dirt-poor

MUNIMPUR, India — For generations, 
the men of Munimpur worked their sun- 
baked wheat fields, rising before dawn 
to till the same soil their grandfathers 
plowed. 

That was when the land was made of 
dirt, not money. 

In recent years, tens of thousands of vil- 
lagers across the country sold their fields 
to industrialists and developers building 
malls, suburbs and factories for the new 
India. The farmers became rich overnight, 
and the prosperity reshaped villages like 
Munimpur, a dirt-laned hamlet on the 
fringes of New Delhi that is now crowded 
with satellite dishes, expensive cars and 
grand homes. 

But the new wealth has ruptured the 
age-old relationship that the farmers had 
with the soil. It has led to a string of crimes 
— murder, theft, assault — and troubles 
from property disputes to depression. Like 
lottery winners battered by their windfall, 
families that worked together for genera- 
tions have been cleaved apart, upending 
life in a traditional land. 

“Earlier, land was a way of life,” said 
Saurabh Singh, a senior police official in 
Jhajjar district in Haryana state. “Now it’s 
a commercial thing.” 

In a country where more than half the 
population depends on agriculture, land 
has traditionally been a spiritual link to 
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past generations and a reliable provision 
for future ones. As India develops, land 
has become even more valuable, sparking 
mass protests and deadly unrest as vil- 
lagers and industry clash. Disputes have 
broken out in Orissa and West Bengal in 
the east and the coastal state of Goa in the 
west. 

With nearly four times the population of 
the United States crowded onto one-third 
the space, India’s land competition is likely 
to continue, even amid the global economic 
slowdown. 

The credit turmoil has stalled the phe- 
nomenal growth the country had seen in 
recent years, halting scores of development 
projects. Reliance Industries, the company 
that bought the land from the farmers of 
Munimpwur, still plans to develop the site 
but has yet to begin construction, a spokes- 
man said. 

But even if development and economic 
growth slow in the coming year, as many 
analysts expect, the new land rush has al- 
ready struck villagers like Subhram Gulia, 
a white-haired farmer who said he used to 
sell milk for $250 a month before trading 
his land for $180,000. Selling out, he ar- 
gues, has only made life worse. 

“I was at peace with myself before. I 
was earning every day,” Gulia said on a 
recent afternoon in Munimpur, a village 
of roughly 2,000. “Now, I’m sitting alone, 
unemployed. There is no peace in my 
heart.” 

But it’s a complicated nostalgia, tinged 
with regret over selling the land — and 





regret that he didn’t sell it for more. Even 
as Gulia lamented his decision, he eagerly 
showed a visitor his large television and 
his air-cooling units, though he swears he 
bought them before Reliance. He noted 
that farmers in nearby villages received 
far more money for their land than he 
did. 

To see how the price of land has sparked 
new divisions, visit the waiting room out- 
side the once-sleepy Jhajjar courthouse. At 
a table along the back wall, Harish Harit, 
44, discusses the lawsuit against his four 
brothers who have squeezed him off his 
ancestral land. At the opposite end of the 
room, Zile Singh, 75, begins to cry as he 
asks how he can reclaim the land he says 
his nephew stole. The lawyers say disputes 
like these fill their days. 

Singh, the police official, said there have 
been at least 18 land-related murders in 
Jhajjar district since 2006, and his officers 
now spend much of their time refereeing 
land disputes. 

One of the most recent murders oc- 
curred on March 26 when Naresh Singh, 
along with his wife and son, allegedly 
killed his father for selling soil from land 
he was to inherit. They also killed Singh’s 
mother when she rushed to her husband’s 
defense, police claim. The three have been 
arrested and await trial, police said. 

Singh said the murders, along with a 
spate of assaults, are tied directly to the 
land boom. 

“Never before would this have hap- 


pened,” he said. 

In Munimpur, the Sharmas said they 
sold their land, just shy of 2 acres, to Reli- 
ance for $85,000. They built a new house, 
settled old loans — and ran out of money. 

“Whatever money has come, we have 
spent,” said Samunder Singh Sharma, 30. 
“We are now poor again.” 

Sharma and his brother are back to 
working as laborers, each earning roughly 
$40 a month, but now they have to buy the 
grain they used to grow themselves.

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Employers cut 467,000 more jobs in June

WASHINGTON — Employ- 
ers cut a larger-than-expected 
467,000 jobs in June and the 
unemployment rate climbed to 
a 26-year high of 9.5 percent. 
Workers also saw weekly wages 
fall, suggesting Americans will 
have little appetite to spend and 
the economy’s road to recovery 
will be bumpy. 

The Labor Department report, 
released Thursday, showed that 
even as the recession flashes 
signs of easing, companies likely 
will want to keep a lid on costs 
and be wary of hiring until they 
feel certain the economy is on 
solid ground. 

June’s payroll reductions were 
deeper than the 363,000 that 
economists expected and aver- 
age weekly earnings dropped to 
the lowest level in nearly a year. 

However, the rise in the unem- 
ployment rate from 9.4 percent 


Probe finds 
signals 
failed prior 
to D.C. crash

detect stopped trains in Wash- 
ington, D.C., failed periodically 
in the days leading up to a deadly 
Metro transit train crash, federal 
investigators said Wednesday. 

Nine people were killed and 
more than 70 injured last week 
when a train slammed into an- 
other train stopped on the tracks 
near the Maryland state line. 

The findings by the National 
Transportation Safety Board 
are the strongest indication yet 
that the oncoming train could 
have lacked information that an- 
other train was stopped on the 
tracks when the June 22 crash 
occurred. 

The signaling problem was 
first reported by The Frederick 
News-Post. 

The cause of the crash, the 
deadliest in the system’s 33-year 
history, has not been determined. 

Investigators have said there is 
evidence the operator of the train 
that was moving, Jeanice McMil- 
lan, applied the emergency brake 
before the crash. Her funeral was 
held Wednesday in New York. 

Metro’s_ signaling system is 


in May wasn’t as sharp as the 
expected 9.6 percent. Still, many 
economists predict the jobless 
rate will hit 10 percent this year, 
and keep rising into next year, 
before falling back.

ing, and broader indices also fell. 
Overseas markets dropped after 
a report showed unemployment 
in Europe rose to a 10-year high 
in May. 

Since the recession began in 
December 2007, the economy 
has lost a net total of 6.5 million 
jobs. 

As the downturn bites into 
sales and profits, companies have 
turned to layoffs and other cost- 
cutting measures to survive.

supposed to detect passing trains 
and transmit speed and stop com- 
mands. But the NTSB said prob- 
lems began occurring after a 
piece of equipment was replaced 
June 17, five days before the 
crash. 

The equipment, known as an 
impedence bond, communicates 
information such as speed and 
distance between the _ tracks, 
trains and operations control 
center. 


Last week, the NTSB said 
“anomalies” were found on a 
stretch of track near the crash, 
and that the signaling system 
failed during a test after the 
accident. 

Metro General Manager John 
Catoe said Wednesday the agency 
replaced the impedence bond be- 
fore the accident as part of routine 
maintenance. He said the post- 
crash review detected problems 
that previously went unnoticed.

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Bondholders 
fight to stall 
GM asset sale

NEW YORK — An attorney 
for a trio of bondholders op- 
posed to General Motors’ sale 
plan on Thursday urged a judge 
to call the government’s bluff 
and require the automaker to re- 
structure itself through a more 
traditional Chapter 11 process 
instead of through the quick sale 
of its assets. 

Michael Richman said in his 
closing statement that it’s doubt- 
ful that the government would 
actually make good on its threat 
to cut off funding to the automak- 
er if the sale doesn’t go through 
by its July 10 deadline. While 
GM may be powerless to fight 
the government’s demands, the 
court can “push back” to protect 
the interests of all the company’s 
stakeholders, he said. 

“The court should draw the 
line and say that this transaction 
goes to far,” Richman said. “This 
sends a powerful message that 
even in the bankruptcy courts of 
the country’s commercial capital 
there are limits and that rights 
and due process are not to be 
sacrificed.” 

Closing arguments from some 
of the sale’s objectors are expect- 
ed to continue through the morn- 
ing, followed by GM’s rebuttal. 


Democrats: Revised plan 
on health eare costs less

WASHINGTON — Determined 
to advance President Barack 
Obama’s health care agenda, key 
Senate Democrats are calling 
for a government-run insurance 
option to compete with private 
plans, as well as a $750-per- 
worker annual fee on larger com- 
panies that do not offer coverage 
to employees. 

In a letter outlining the de- 
tails, Sens. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., and Christopher Dodd, 
D-Conn., said their revised plan 
would cost dramatically less than 
an earlier, incomplete proposal, 
and help show the way toward 
coverage for 97 percent of all 
Americans. 

The two senators said the Con- 
gressional Budget Office put the 
cost of the proposal at $611.4 bil- 
lion over 10 years, down from $1 
trillion two weeks ago. The revis- 
ing also “virtually eliminates” an 


earlier forecast that the proposal 
would cause many companies to 
drop coverage for their workers, 
they said. 

The total cost of legislation 
will rise considerably once pro- 
visions are added to subsidize 
health insurance for the poor 
through Medicaid and physician 
reimbursement increases under 
Medicare. Those are under the 
jurisdiction of the Senate Finance 
Committee, where lawmakers 
have said they want to hold the 
overall price tag to $1 trillion or 
less. 

Kennedy and Dodd _ wrote 
members of the Senate Health, 
Education, Labor and Pensions 
Committee on Wednesday. They 
disclosed their plans as Congress 
neared the end of a July 4 vaca- 
tion, and with lawmakers expect- 
ed to turn quickly to health care 
legislation when they return to 
the Capitol. 


CIA detention, interrogation report delayed 


WASHINGTON — The Obama administration says it needs two 
more months to review an internal CIA report on the agency’s secret 
detention and interrogation program before making it public. 

The Justice Department had originally said it intended to release 
the report in June as part of a lawsuit, but department officials said 
Thursday they need until the end of August. 

Justice Department spokeswoman Tracy Schmaler said the report 
contains information that overlaps with other CIA documents that they 
also must review and release by a court-ordered Aug. 31 deadline.

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‘Idol’ alum inspired by faith

“American Idol” made Phil 
Stacey one of the country’s most 
famous sailors when he sang as a 
finalist in season six. 

On his upcoming album, Sta- 
cey pays tribute to those who are 
serving in war zones with much 
less fanfare. 

The ballad “Old Glory” is 
among the most moving tracks on 
Stacey’s “Into the Light,’ which 
is due out Aug. 25. 

The idea for the song came to 
Stacey just after his band played 
for a ceremony honoring a com- 
mand returning to Naval Station 
Mayport, Fla., from deployment. 

While walking along the shore 
afterward, he said, “I looked up 
and saw a frigate going by with 
a flag waving ... that song was 
written in about 15 minutes.” 

The song focuses on what 
Americans agree about — basic 
freedoms and liberty — rather 
than what separates them. 

The song aims to comfort those 
who are deployed and the fami- 
lies who wait for their return. 
Stacey hopes that “it gives them 
strength and lets them know that 
their sacrifice isn’t in vain.” 

Stacey has already performed 
it several times, including for the 
chief of naval operations.

from this song,” he said. 

Stacey joined the Navy in 2003. 
He had wanted to enlist immedi- 
ately after the Sept. 11 terrorist 
attacks. 

“I was one of those guys who 
wanted to leave school and join 
the military, but my wife stopped 
me,” said Stacey, whose father 
served in the Air Force in Saigon 
during the Vietnam War. 

However, after he graduated 
from college and served briefly 
as a music minister in Colorado, 
he and his wife decided the time 
was right to enlist. 

While on active duty, Stacey 
served as a musician 3rd Class. 

“It was incredible. I was in a 
Navy rock band out of Jackson- 
ville, Fla.,“ he said. “... We put on 
rock shows for high schools and I 
sang at Atlanta Braves games.” 

Stacey is still a_ reservist, 
serving aS a mass communica- 
tions specialist — and still doing 
concerts. 

“They have me involved with 
the local band,” said Stacey, who 
now lives in Nashville, Tenn. “... 
They had me go to Naples, Italy, 
where I did some concerts.” 

Aside from “Old Glory,” Sta- 
cey’s upcoming album is filled 
with pop songs expressing his 
faith. For example, the title track 


urges people to step into God’s 
light to find his comfort. 

“Most of the songs are my per- 
sonal little sermonettes,” he said. 
“’.. It deals with the good times, 
with the bad times, with doubts.... 
It’s about encouragement.” 

Stacey said he’s thankful for his 
experience on America’s favorite 
musical talent show. 

“American Idol‘ was kind of 
my catapult. It gave me the plat- 
form to put this music out,” he 
said. 

It’s something he kept in mind 
during the wild ride.

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0U0 years later, a 
look baek at Calvin

GENEVA — John Calvin, the 
Great Reformer, used dictatorial 
means in making Geneva a “Prot- 
estant Rome,” but he also planted 
the seeds of modern democracy. 

He enforced rigid morality and 
stressed the importance of help- 
ing others, while he also had a 
share in developing capitalism. 
He supported the destruction of 
religious statues and other imag- 
es, but described the arts as gifts 
from God. 

This is how Calvin’s role in 
history is being 
assessed by theo- 
logians and histo- 
rians in countless 
lectures, studies 
and __ biographies 
500 years after he 
was born on July 
10, 1509. The quin- 
centenary is being 
observed around 
the globe with the 
Geneva-based 
World Alliance of 
Reformed Church- 
es acting as a cen- 
tral organizer of 
“Calvin 09.” 

Although he re- 
mains acontrover- 
sial figure, Calvin’s teachings are 
still profoundly influential. Born 
into a middle-class Roman Catho- 
lic family in the little French town 
of Noyon, north of Paris, Calvin 
became a lawyer, but soon came 
to sympathize with the anti-papal 
theses of Martin Luther that had 
rapidly spread to France. Calvin 
broke with his Catholic past. His 
great rhetorical talents earned 
him quick prominence as an 
evangelical teacher, but religious 
turmoil forced him to go into exile 
in Basel, Switzerland. 

He was 26 when he began writ- 
ing the “Institutes of the Christian 
Religion,” the first compendium of 
Reformed doctrines, much more 
profound than Luther’s theses of 
1517. They won him an invitation 
from newly Protestant Geneva. 
But Calvin was soon banished 
again because authorities found 
his ideas were too radical. 

He returned in 1541 after re- 
ceiving assurances of official

support for his plans to complete 
a Reformation based on his teach- 
ings. He introduced a revolution- 
ary church constitution based on 
the democratic principles of divi- 
sion of powers. But he retained the 
ultimate say. 

Calvin drew up an extensive 
catalog of austere rules of moral- 
ity. These ranged from bans on 
swearing, gambling and forni- 
cation to a strict policy against 
dancing, even at weddings. Un- 
excused absence from worship 
service was penalized. Adultery 
and homosexuality could draw se- 
vere sentences, even death. But it 
took more than 10 
years before the 
Reformation con- 
solidated its posi- 
tion against native 
discontent. 

Karl Barth, one 
of the most influ- 
ential Reformed 
20th century 
theologians, once 
criticized Calvin’s 
rigor in controlling 
Geneva as being 
near to tyranny 
and _Pharisaism 
and said, “None 
of us would have 
liked to live there.” 

In contrast, John 
Knox, the enthusiastic Scottish 
follower of Calvin, spoke of “the 
most godly city since the day of 
the apostles.” Knox was minister 
of a growing congregation of Eng- 
lish exiles before he was able to 
return and become founder of the 
Presbyterian Church of Scotland. 

According to Dutch church his- 
torian Herman J. Selderhuis, a 
negative image of Calvin has re- 
mained prevalent at least in West- 
ern Europe. That image is based 
on the execution of Michael Ser- 
vetus, a Spanish theologian whose 
non-orthodox views were judged 
by Calvin as heretical. 

The Calvinist impact remains 
evident in the city. The Geneva- 
based International Red Cross 
was founded by a devout Calvinist, 
Henry Dunant. And the League of 
Nations, forerunner of the United 
Nations, was set up in Geneva be- 
cause President Woodrow Wilson, 
a Presbyterian, preferred the city 
to Catholic Brussels. 
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r the last eight years, 
awmakers have loaded 
annual defense authori- 
zation bills with new pay 
and benefit initiatives to support 
troops and their families and to 
show the nation’s appreciation. 

This year’s defense bills — both 
the version passed by the House, 
and the Senate bill to be debated 
on the floor after the July 4 recess

Indeed these gains, along with a 
dismal civilian job market, have 
the services meeting recruit- 


ing and retention targets despite 
200,000 U.S. troops  continu- 
ing to rotate through Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Second, proposals that boost 
significantly the overall cost of 
defense, including military per- 
sonnel accounts, are eyed today 
against a backdrop of soaring 
budget deficits. 

Third, President Barack 
Obama and the Democratic ma- 
jority in Congress have focused 
much legislative attention on a 
vigorous domestic agenda, to ad- 
dress the U.S. financial and hous- 
ing crises, global warming and 
energy need, and a campaign 
promise to reform health care. 

Fourth, with many _ senior 
defense appointees still to be 
named, including an undersec- 
retary of defense for personnel 
and readiness, there isn’t a team 
in place to push a new legislative 
agenda for personnel this year. 

Fifth, the new administration’s

— the tremendous pace of opera- 
tions. This was emotionally de- 
scribed in early June by spouses 
called to testify before the Senate 
armed services subcommittee on 
military personnel.

The Senate bill is silent on an 
initiative from Obama to phase 
in eligibility for Concurrent Re- 
tirement and Disability Pay for 
103,000 “Chapter 61” retirees 
forced to retire because of ser- 
vice-related disability. 

Advocates for Obama’s plan 
still hope senators like Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., who 
have fought to end the ban on 
concurrent receipt for other mil- 
itary retirees, will find money 
for the Chapter 61 initiative and 
add the program as an amend- 
ment to the defense bill during 
floor debate. 

The House too had trouble find- 
ing mandatory spending “offsets” 
to pay for concurrent receipt for 
Chapter 61 retirees. It finally 
did find money to cover only the 
first year of Obama’s plan, which 
would target Chapter 61 retirees 
with fewer than 20 years and dis- 
ability ratings of 90 percent or 
100 percent.

Many communities scale 
back fireworks displays

Lack of bucks means less bang 
this Fourth of July for many cash- 
strapped cities. 

Fireworks shows are being 
canceled or scaled back, mostly 
in small and midsize cities, as 
municipalities’ tax revenue dries 
up with the slowing economy and 
falling home prices. Funding 
from corporate sponsorships also 
has fizzled as businesses deal 
with economic problems of their 
own. 

In some cases, it’s not just the 
fireworks shows getting the ax. 
Municipal and corporate spon- 
sors, forced into frugality by the 
tough economy, have reduced or 
pulled funding for whole festivals 
encompassing music, food and 


other staples of summer. 

Fireworks fans acknowledge 
the tough realities, but also say 
free fireworks shows aren’t frivo- 
lous — rather, that they’re a near- 
ly sacred institution. 

Fireworks shows in big cities 
like Chicago will go on as usual, 
while organizers acknowledge 
sponsor dollars have been tight. 
New York’s fireworks display, 
which is put on by Macy’s Inc., 
was unaffected. 

Even beaten-down cities like 
Detroit, which has been flayed by 
high unemployment and a falter- 
ing auto industry, have been able 
to keep their displays. 

Detroit’s show, one of the ear- 
liest of the season and primarily 
paid for by corporate sponsors 
including Target Corp., lit up the 
skies last week.

LOS ANGELES — With the federal Drug 
Enforcement Administration now joining 
the investigation into Michael Jackson’s 
death, Jermaine Jackson says he would 
be “hurt” if toxicology reports show that 
his younger brother abused prescription 
drugs.

Asked if he would 
be shocked or sur- 
prised if Michael’s 
drug use was proved, 
Jermaine Jackson 
said, “I would be 
hurt.” He said he had 
heard about prescrip-

possibility more recently. 

Psychic entertainer Uri Geller, a former 
Jackson confidant, said Thursday he tried 
to keep Jackson from abusing painkillers 
and other prescription drugs, but others in 
the singer’s circle kept him supplied. 

“When Michael asked for something, he 
got it. This was the great tragedy,” Geller 
said from his suburban London home. 

Jermaine Jackson said he would like 
Neverland Ranch to be his brother’s final 
resting place. A person familiar with the 
situation who spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity told the AP that permits for a burial 
at Neverland could not be arranged in time. 
Jermaine Jackson said in the “Today” in- 
terview that he wishes he had died instead 
of his younger brother, and that Michael 
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was “a gift from Allah.” 

“He went too soon,” he said. “I don’t 
know how people are going to take this, but 
I wish it was me.” When asked why he felt 
that way, he said that he always felt that he 
was Michael’s backbone. 

He said it was a friend who told him last 
week that his brother had been rushed to 
the hospital. He called his mother, Kather- 
ine, who told him that Michael was dead. 

“To feel and hear the tone in her voice, 
to say her child is dead, is nothing that 
anyone can imagine,” he said. Jermaine 
Jackson said he rushed to UCLA Medi- 
cal Center. He asked to see his brother’s 
body. He hugged and kissed him and said, 
“Michael, I’1l never leave you. You’ll never 
leave me,” he said.

— Virginia leg- 
islators are beginning to 
take a look at the unregu- 
lated business of car title 
lending. 

A study committee §& 
of three senators and % 
three delegates were ps 
meeting for the first 
time to look at how 
the high-interest lenders operate 
in Virginia and discuss possible 
changes in the law. 

Car title lenders operate under 
the state’s open-end credit law, 
which allows lenders to charge 
whatever they want as long as they 
don’t charge anything for the first 
25 days. Other than that restric- 
tion, the lenders are unregulated. 

Industry opponents have asked 
legislators to cap the interest the 
lenders can charge at 36 percent 
annually, but legislators put off 
the issue to give the committee a 
chance to study it this summer. 


Firefighters exposed 
to chemicals in lab fire 


TROY — More than a 

dozen firefighters were 
recovering after they were exposed 
to smoke and chemicals after a fire 
broke out inside a laboratory at an 
Albany-area college. 

No one was seriously injured but 
Troy Fire Department officials 
say 15 firefighters were checked 
out at a hospital after the blaze in 
a chemical lab at Rensselaer Poly- 
technic Institute. 

Fire Chief Tom Garrett said the 
fire broke out on the third floor of 
a lab in a science building. He said 
a student was working alone and 
accidentally ignited the fire while 
conducting an experiment. 

RPI officials say the student suf- 
fered burns to her hands and was 
treated at Troy hospital. The col- 
lege’s public safety department is 
conducting an investigation. 


Chicago landmark opens 
103rd floor ‘Skydeck’ 


CHICAGO — The Sears 

Tower is offering a new way 
to push your fear of heights right 
over the edge. 

A glass ledge, actually, suspended 
from the building’s 103rd floor Sky- 
deck. “The Ledge” is the nickname 
given to a Set of glass balconies that 
are open to the public. 

Sears Tower officials say the 
inspiration for the balconies came 
from the hundreds of forehead 
prints visitors left behind on Sky- 
deck windows. 

The glass is three layers thick, 
and each layer is a half-inch thick. 
The balconies can hold about 5 
tons. 

Other changes are on the way for 
the tallest building in the United 
States. They include its new name 
of Willis Tower and a $350 million 
green renovation.

Shell reefs planned to 
restore fading oysters 


IN DURHAM — New

The Nature Conservancy and 
partners including the University 
of New Hampshire say it’s part of 
a broad effort to restore oysters to 
Great Bay, which once had about 
1,000 acres of productive oyster 
reefs. Today, fewer than 100 acres 
remain. 

Oysters filter water in the estu- 
ary’s ecosystem and used to keep 
many local harvesters well-sup- 
plied. They also help provide im- 
portant habitat for fish and other 
marine life. 

The Nature Conservancy and 
UNH’s Jackson Estuarine Lab 
are leading the effort to plant shell 
reefs in carefully selected parts of 
the bay.

Nonprofit group saves 
outdoor learning center 


i HANCOCK — A New 

Hampshire outdoor edu- 
cation center slated for closure at 
the end of the summer has been 
saved by a nonprofit group. 

Boston University planned to 
close its Sargent Center for Out- 
door Education, a 700-acre proper- 
ty that straddles Peterborough and 
Hancock, citing financial reasons.

Computer attack leaves 
some lacking medication

prescription drug database. 

Two Virginia legislative panels 
took aim on the state’s troubled 
computer superagency and _ its 
$2 billion, 10-year contract with 
Northrop Grumman Corp. 

The hacker accessed about 35 
million computerized prescription 
records in late April. 

A House panel learned that pow- 
erful drugs such as Oxycontin, 
Valium, Vicodin and Ritalin are 
being withheld because pharma- 
cists can’t check with the prescrip- 
tion drug database that still allows 
limited access. 


Pension market losses 
are blamed on deficit

Ground was to be broken this 
week for two dams to hold back 
the St. Marys River so crews can 
begin work. 

The Soo Locks raise and lower 
ships hauling cargo such as iron 
ore and coal between Lake Supe- 
rior and Lake Huron. 

The Poe lock is the only one of 
the four existing locks that can ac- 
commodate the largest freighters, 
which can be up to 1,000 feet long. 
Shippers have long pushed for con- 
struction of a second big lock in 
case the Poe becomes disabled. 

Congress first authorized the 
project in 1986 but has yet to come 
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through with money to build it. 
The new lock is expected to cost 
about $490 million. 


Three workers die after 
exposure to toxic fumes 


NEW YORK — A man, 

his son and a co-worker 
hired to clean a putrid dry well at 
a waste transfer station died when 
the son fell into a space filled with 
toxic fumes and the other two went 
to help him, authorities said. 

The son had slipped down a 
narrow shaft, police said, and his 
father had grabbed a ladder and 
climbed down to rescue him while 
their co-worker followed. 

Police identified the victims 
as Shlomo Dahan, 49, and Harel 
Dahan, 23, both of Brooklyn, 
and Rene Francisco Rivas, 52, of 
Queens. 

Dahan family friend Abe Rosen- 
thal said Shlomo Dahan owned a 
sewer company and his son worked 
with him. 


Child, two adults drown 
in home swimming pool 


S EASLEY — An 8-year- 

old child and two adults 
drowned in a swimming pool at 
a home in northwestern South 
Carolina. 

The bodies of the boy and his 
aunt and uncle were reportedly 
discovered in an Easley pool. 

Assistant Pickens County Sher- 
iff Tim Morgan said investigators 
think the boy was struggling and 
the adults tried to save him while 
their 7-year-old son watched. Mor- 
gan said deputies don’t think any 
of the victims knew how to swim. 

Pickens County Coroner Kandy 
Kelley says the man was an em- 
ployee of a business located at the 
property and had permission to 
use the pool. 


80 arrested in sweep 
of street gang members 


HOUSTON — U.S. im- 

migration officials said 
80 street gang members were ar- 
rested in a five-day sweep through 
Houston, Beaumont and Corpus 
Christi. 

Federal, state and local officers 
made the arrests as part of a na- 
tional initiative targeting trans- 
national gangs, officials said. The 
sweep also nabbed 36 immigra- 
tion status violators. 

Officials said the suspects have 
ties to at least 14 groups, including 
Mara Salvatrucha (MS-13), Sure- 
nos Trece, Aryan Brotherhood, 
Latin Kings, La Razal3, Black 
Disciples, Houstone, Tango Blast, 
Bloods and Crips.

More could receive Medal of Honor

ver the last seven years of combat 
() reration in the War on Terrorism, 

more than a million brave service- 
men and women have faithfully served in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. Nearly 5,000 have 
died; thousands of others bear the scars 
of war. All of them, regardless of their in- 
dividual experience or contribution, were 
exposed to some level of risk. 

For those soldiers and Marines on the 
front lines, many of whom carried the 
brunt of the security responsibility in Iraq 
or continue to lead the fight in Afghanistan, 
dangerous confrontations with the enemy 
are a daily occurrence. While many have 
been recognized for their heroism, others 
have not. Thousands of combat citations 
have been presented to these heroes but, 
among these well-deserving individuals, 
only five have received the Medal of Honor 
— each one awarded posthumously. 

The Medal of Honor is our nation’s high- 
est military award for combat heroism. It 
has been awarded to both surviving and 
deceased servicemembers since 1863. In 
World Wars I and II, as well as Vietnam, 
more than half of the Medals of Honor 
awarded went to living recipients. After 
three years of fighting in the Korean War, 
133 medals were awarded to surviving 
service personnel. 

The five recipients of the Medal of Honor 
in Iraq and Afghanistan are all worthy, 
without question. However, the fact that 
there has not been one living recipient from 
the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan demon- 
strates that a new standard — whereby 
action worthy of the Medal of Honor must 
result in death — has been created. 

Earlier this year, I wrote to President 
Barack Obama about the lack of living 
Medal of Honor recipients. My letter not 
only reflected the viewpoint of a newly 
elected member of Congress but also a 
Marine combat veteran of both wars. 
Specifically, I questioned the apparent in- 
consistent criteria for determining award 
recipients. 

The response to that letter, written by 
Acting Undersecretary of Defense for 
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Personnel and Readiness Gail McGinn, 
suggested that electronic warfare might 
be the reason why so few Medals of Honor 
have been awarded for service in the wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, including none to 
a living recipient. “Technological advance- 
ments have dramatically changed battle- 
field tactics, techniques and procedures. 
Precision-guided, stand-off weapons allow 
our forces to destroy known enemy posi- 
tions with reduced personnel risk,” ac- 
cording to McGinn. These factors, she goes 
on to say, “could reasonably explain the 
smaller number of Medal of Honor nomi- 
nations by the Military Departments.” 

I couldn’t disagree more with this rea- 
soning. It’s true that some aspects of war- 
fare have changed in recent years but 
troops continue to move from house to 
house, street to street, village to village 
in order to take ground from the enemy. 
These actions — like they were in World 
Wars I and II, Korea or Vietnam — are no 
different today. 

Most certainly, there have been actions 
performed by surviving service personnel 
that are consistent with the tradition of the 
Medal of Honor. Individuals such as Ma- 
rine Corps Capt. Brian Chontosh and Sgt. 
Maj. Bradley Kasal — both of whom were 
awarded the Navy Cross — are worthy can- 
didates. Others demonstrated similar acts 
of heroism and, like Chontosh and Kasal, 
deserve to be considered for our nation’s 
highest military honor. 

There have also been several cases were 
posthumous recommendations have been 
downgraded at the final stages of the re- 
view process. The most notable involves 
Marine Corps Sgt. Rafael Peralta, who was 
killed in Iraq when he absorbed a grenade 
blast with his body, saving the lives of his 
fellow Marines. Peralta received the Navy 
Cross despite being recommended for the 
Medal of Honor by his chain of command. 

That decision was reached by an inde- 
pendent review panel composed of two 
pathologists, a neurosurgeon and several 
other so-called “experts.” The panel deter- 
mined that Sgt. Peralta could not have con- 
sciously performed the actions witnessed 
by those Marines at his side and acknowl- 
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edged by Marine Corps leadership. 

Altogether, theseinconsistencies prompt- 
ed me to offer an amendment to the 2010 
Defense Authorization Act that directs the 
secretary of Defense to review the Medal 
of Honor award process and report to Con- 
gress by early next year. This amendment, 
which was accepted during consideration 
of the legislation by the House Armed Ser- 
vices Committee, is an important first step 
in the effort to ensure American service- 
members who perform extraordinary and 
often unexplainable acts of bravery are 
rightly recognized for their actions. 

The stories of Medal of Honor winners 
continue to inspire millions of Americans. 
They define the meaning of selflessness. 
They serve to strengthen the history and 
tradition of our military, calling others to 
service and reminding us all that freedom 
comes at an extraordinary cost. For these 
reasons alone, it is important that the com- 
bat heroism represented by the Medal of 
Honor is preserved for future generations.

BETHESDA, Md. — U.S. Open 
champion Lucas Glover is ready 
to move on with the rest of his 
season. 

Trouble is, he can’t go any- 
where without being reminded of 
the past. 

It has been only two weeks 
since Glover hit the best 8-iron of 
his life to 5 feet for birdie on the 
16th hole at Bethpage Black, then 
closed with two solid pars for a 
two-shot vic- 
tory and his 
first major 
champion- 
ship. 

He has 
been to the 
top of the 
Empire 
State Build- 
ing, read 
the “Top 10” 
list on David 
Letterman’s 
show. He has been showered with 
praise from his peers and fans 
who once didn’t know who he was 
without looking at the name on 
his bag. 

“Tt’s been a little busier,” Glov- 
er said, “but for a good reason.” 

The 29-year-old from South 
Carolina is ready to come back to 
earth, even if the descent won’t 
produce a sonic boom. If he was 
on Cloud 9 at Bethpage, he said 
jokingly Wednesday that he now 
is on Cloud 4. 

“I’m just trying to get back to 
normal ... and playing golf,” he 
said. 

No one can fault his effort. 

Despite the whirlwind week 
after the U.S. Open, he stuck to 
his commitment of playing in 
the Travelers Championship at 
Hartford, Conn., where he posted 
three rounds of 65 and tied for 
11th. Next up is the AT&T Na- 
tional, which began Thursday 
at Congressional, and two days 
of playing with tournament host 
Tiger Woods. 

Then it’s on to the John Deere 
Classic — another commitment 
he wasn’t about to break — and 
the British Open, for which he 
wasn’t even eligible until winning 
the U.S. Open. 

Why so many tournaments? 

“I needed Hartford, here and 
John Deere to try to get myself 
into the British Open, and that 
was the reason I was playing,” 
he said. “I was scheduled to play. 
And I won. And I didn’t want 
to change because of that. Just 
playing well, so I wanted to keep 
going.” 








Glover 
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Sprint Cup driver remains optimistic 1 In disappointing season

amie McMurray could 
hardly wait to get the 
2009 NASCAR Sprint 
Cup season going. 

After all, he closed out last 
year with five top-10 finishes in 
the last six races, including three 
straight third-place runs to end 
the season. 

But after a 33rd-place showing 
in the No. 26 Roush Fenway Rac- 
ing Ford at New Hampshire on 
Sunday, McMurray finds himself 
a disappointing 22nd in the sea- 
son standings. Heading into Sat- 
urday’s race at Daytona — where 
the last of his two Cup wins came 
in July 2007 — McMurray has 
just three top-10s this year with 
his best finish a seventh-place at 
Richmond. 

“At the beginning of the season, 
we probably ran a little bit bet- 
ter than what we are right now,” 
McMurray said. “We ended last 
year with those three third-place 
finishes and started the year off 
qualifying really well, and we ac- 
tually raced real well, (but) had 
flat tires, a transmission break 
and other stuff. 

“We haven’t run that bad, we 
just haven’t been stellar. And 
some of that has been circum- 
stantial. I believe we’ve had a 
little bit better car than where 
we've finished.” 

Teammates Carl Edwards, 
Greg Biffle and Matt Kenseth are 
all among the top 12 and appear 
headed for berths in the Chase for 
the championship, while McMur- 
ray and David Ragan, 30th in the 
points, continue to struggle. 

McMurray said any problems 
he and Ragan have are not from a

lack of team communication. 

“They share everything,” he 
said. “Anything that any engi- 
neer, crew chief or driver wants 
from another team is there. It’s 
just that it doesn’t always work 
for you. 

“TI feel like Matt and I share 
the most. If we have a weekend 
where we’ve tried a lot of things 
and it hasn’t worked and Matt 
has a different setup, I would 
feel very confident putting that 
in. And Matt is the same way to- 
wards me.” 

But Kenseth, who started the 
year with victories at Daytona 
and California, is 10th in the 
points and McMurray is all but 
out of the race for the Chase. 


“Our cars still drive pretty 
good, but it’s just that it’s so much 
closer this year than what it even 
was last year,’ McMurray said.

“T don’t think that we need to 
reinvent the wheel.

Racing goes in 
spurts. Last year when we were 
qualifying so well and we were 
finishing in the top three the last 
few races, we didn’t do anything 
different than we did the rest of 
the season or what we’re doing 
right now. It’s just the cautions 
kind of fell your way and you just 
kind of hit on something each

be gained by that.’ 

Whatever fae McMurray 
insists he is enjoying racing more 
than ever at 33. 

“Honestly, I probably enjoy 
racing now more than I ever 
have,” he said. “I don’t know that 
I’ve become a better driver. But 
with experience, you make wiser 
decisions and you learn certain 
things about racetracks. And I 
enjoy the stuff off the track, like 
sponsor appearances and talking 
with fans, more than I did when I 
first got into this.” 

One reason he is enjoying him- 
self, despite the lack of results, 
is being back together with crew 
chief Donnie Wingo, who joined 
the team over the winter. 

“That transition’s been effort-

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Maytield misses cut to enter car at Daytona 


Judge issues injunction lifting drug suspension, but driver still without ride

DAYTONA BEACH, Fila. 
— Jeremy Mayfield missed the 
deadline to enter this weekend’s 
race after successfully fighting 
NASCAR to get back behind the 
wheel following a failed random 
drug test. 

His only hope for participating 
in Saturday night’s race at Day- 
tona International Speedway is as 
arelief driver, a change NASCAR 
must approve. 

“That’s something that’s at the 
discretion of the series director,” 
said John Darby, director of the 
Sprint Cup Series. 

As the cars fired their engines 
Thursday afternoon for the first 
practice session of the weekend, 
the Mayfield watch ended roughly 
24 hours after a federal judge lift- 
ed the indefinite suspension and 
cleared him to race at Daytona. 

Mayfield’s absence calmed 
at least one driver, who was ad- 
mittedly uncomfortable driving 
against Mayfield now that NAS- 
CAR said he tested positive for

methamphetamines in a urine 
sample collected May 1. 

“A federal judge releasing 
someone to drive without clarify- 
ing everything, that’s not cool,” 
said Ryan Newman, one of the 
most vocal drivers about drug 
testing since Mayfield’s suspen- 
sion. “People make mistakes. I 
hope the judge didn’t make one.” 

Mayfield sued NASCAR over 
the suspension, which covered his 
roles as owner and driver of the 
No. 41 Mayfield Motorsports Toy- 
ota. On Wednesday, U.S. District 
Judge Graham Mullen issued a 
temporary injunction based on 
the argument that NASCAR’s 
testing system is flawed. 

Although Mayfield said after 
the ruling that he intended to 
travel to Daytona, he was unsure 
whether he’d be able to compete 
because of the short turnaround. 

He’s admittedly cash-strapped, 
revealing in an affidavit last week 
that since his suspension on May 
9 he’s had to lay off 10 employees, 
borrow money from family and 
sell personal assets to cover his 
living expenses. Triad Racing 


Technologies also is suing May- 
field for more than $86,000 he 
allegedly owes the company for 
parts, pieces and chassis work. 

The outstanding balance would 
make it difficult for him to pur- 
chase a motor to use in the No. 41, 
and he also would have had to pay 
a $5,005 late entry fee to bring his 
own car to Daytona. 

His other option was finding a 
team owner willing to give him 
a ride. Ten teams were trying 
to qualify for eight open spots in 
Saturday night’s race, but only 
a handful likely would consider 
making a driver change to ac- 
commodate Mayfield. 

Of them, Tommy Baldwin, 
Larry Gunselman, Joe Nem- 
echek and Phil Parsons said they 
weren’t interested. 

“Whether he’s right, wrong or 
different right now, he’s marked,” 
said Tommy Baldwin, a crew 
chief for Mayfield in 2007. “And 
that’s going to hurt him probably 
for the rest of his career.” 

Driving Gunselman’s No. 64 
was believed to be Mayfield’s best 
opportunity at Daytona, but Gun- 


selman said Southeastern-based 
discount store Fred’s, which 
signed on to sponsor the car this 
weekend, did not want to associ- 
ate itself with Mayfield. 

“They probably would choose 
not to be involved at this particu- 
lar time,” said Gunselman, who 
added that he had had no conver- 
sations with Mayfield about re- 
placing Mike Wallace in the car. 

“For being a small, startup 
team that’s struggled, I have to 
consider every potential scenario 
for our race team,’ Gunselman 
said. “Everybody’s feelings are 
kind of sensitive at the moment, 
and I’d have to be very aware of 
everything involved.” 

Gunselman, who has no spon- 
sor lined up for next week in Chi- 
cago, said he’d be willing to work 
with Mayfield going forward. 

“T’ve been involved in NASCAR 
for a long time, and I’m hoping all 
parties can put this thing behind 
them and move forward in a posi- 
tive manner,” he said. “If I can 
help mediate that or be somehow 
involved in that, that would be 
wonderful.”

Artest open to helping Kobe or LeBron win title

HOUSTON — If LeBron James 
or Kobe Bryant are looking for a 
little help, Ron Artest is taking 
calls. 

The Houston Rockets star for- 
ward, an unrestricted free agent, 
will consider a team’s chances of 
winning an NBA championship 
when deciding where he’ll bring 
his skills next season, his agent 
says. 

David Bauman said Wednesday 
that his client would like to return 
to Houston, but Artest would also 
think about signing with a con- 
tending team — and that might 
rule out the Rockets if Yao Ming’s 
broken left foot keeps him out for 
the season. 

Bauman wouldn’t say which 
teams have contacted him about 
Artest. But he said he would ex- 
pect Artest to talk to James and 
Bryant if the Cleveland Cavaliers 
or Los Angeles were interested in 
him. 

“All the superstars are very 
savvy and great recruiters,” Bau- 
man said. “The superstars are 
sometimes even better recruit- 
ers than the general managers or 
their staffs. Between Kobe and 
Ron or LeBron and Ron, there are 
always conversations that occur. I 
think Ill just leave it at that at this 
point.” 

The Plain Dealer of Cleveland, 
citing anonymous sources, re- 
ported Wednesday that James 
and Artest met Tuesday in Los 
Angeles. James, the league MVP, 
was in Los Angeles on Sunday 
for the BET awards. Bauman de- 


clined to comment on the report. 

Cleveland would be an intrigu- 
ing option, where Artest could 
round out a formidable trio with 
James and Shaquille O’Neal. 

Cavs coach Mike Brown was an 
assistant at Indiana when Artest 
was there in 2003-04. The two de- 
veloped a good relationship, and it 
was Brown who chased Artest into 
the seats when the sometimes vol- 
atile forward went after a Detroit 
fan in Auburn Hills, Mich., during 
the infamous brawl there in ’04. 

Another enticing possibility is 
the NBA champion Lakers, who 
may lose free agent swingman 
Trevor Ariza. 


Florida judge won’t release 
Stallworth crash video 


MIAMI — A judge refused 
Thursday to release surveillance 
video depicting the moment a 
car driven by Cleveland Browns 
wide receiver Donte’ Stallworth 
struck and killed a pedestrian in 
a drunk-driving crash. 

Miami-Dade Circuit Judge 
Dennis Murphy said the privacy 
interests of the family of victim 
Mario Reyes outweighed the 
public’s right to view the video. 
Several news organizations, in- 
cluding The Associated Press, 
made public records requests 
seeking release of the video. 

“This is akin to autopsy photo- 
graphs,” Murphy said at a hear- 
ing, adding that the video would 
remain sealed “forthe foreseeable 
future as far as I’m concerned.” 

Prosecutors said the video, 
recorded by a Florida Power & 


Light camera, shows Reyes run- 
ning across MacArthur Causeway 
on March 14 and being struck by 
Stallworth’s 2005 Bentley luxury 
car. On a recorded 911 call, Stall- 
worth said that Reyes “came out 
of nowhere” before the crash. 


LPGA’s Farr tourney 
in jeopardy for 26th year 


SYLVANIA, Ohio — The Jamie 
Farr Owens Corning Classic 
might be the next LPGA tourna- 
ment to miss the cut. The Farr, 
named for the actor who played a 
reluctant corporal on the TV se- 
ries “M.A.S.H.”, is being played 
for the 25th, and possibly last, 
time at Highland Meadows Golf 
Club in suburban Toledo. 

“T don’t Know what the intri- 
cate details are. They’ll have to 
figure those out,” Jamie Farr said 
Wednesday before hurrying out 
to play in the pro-am. “We have 
a 50-50 chance of being here next 
year.” 

The Farr’s $1.4 million purse is 
among the smallest on the LPGA 
tour. In tough economic times, 
tournament officials have pared 
between $450,000 and $500,000 
this year from an already bare- 
bones budget. The contract with 
the title sponsor expires after this 
tournament. 

The LPGA had 34 events last 
year and that number is falling. 

Organizers of the two-year-old 
Kapalua LPGA Classic in Hawaii 
announced Tuesday that finan- 
cial problems would cause them 
to pull out of the last four years 
of their contract with the tour. 


LPGA officials threatened to pur- 
sue “legal remedies.” 

The Corning Classic in Corn- 
ing, N.Y., ended in May after 31 
years when its title sponsor called 
it quits. Along with the Farr, the 
Michelob Ultra Open’s future in 
Williamsburg, Va., is uncertain. 


Defending champ Creamer 
pulls out of Farr 


SYLVANIA, Ohio — Defending 
champion Paula Creamer with- 
drew from the Jamie Farr Owens 
Corning Classic because of an in- 
jured left thumb. 

Creamer was scheduled to tee 
off Thursday morning along with 
five-time Farr winner Se Ri Pak 
and In-Kyung Kim. But Cream- 
er notified tournament director 
Judd Silverman that she was pull- 
ing out of the tournament. 

Creamer also withdrew from 
last week’s LPGA tournament 
in Pittsford, N.Y., because of the 
injury. She saw a doctor Monday 
in suburban Toledo and received 
a cortisone shot. Unable to play a 
practice round, she played in the 
pro-am Wednesday. 

Creamer hopes to play in next 
week’s U.S. Women’s Open at 
Saucon Valley Country Club in 
Bethlehem, Pa. 


Cincinnnati checking 
Stephenson’s eligibility 

CINCINNATI — Cincinnati 
coach Mick Cronin sounded con- 
fident Wednesday that New York 
prep star Lance Stephenson will 
emerge from his court case un- 
scathed later this month. 


Stephenson signed with Cincin- 
nati, one of the schools still inter- 
ested in him following his latest 
off-court problems. He is scheduled 
for trial later this month on a mis- 
demeanor sexual abuse charge. 

Numerous schools backed off 
the 6-foot-6 guard from Lincoln 
High School in Brooklyn follow- 
ing his arrest on Oct. 3. He is ac- 
cused of fondling and threatening 
a student at the school. 

Cronin, who is trying to rebuild 
the Bearcats basketball program, 
said he had no worries about Ste- 
phenson’s reputation. 

“T’m interested in two things in 
every recruit we bring in: Does 
he play hard and does he want to 
win?” Cronin said. “The answer 
with Lance Stephenson is a huge 
yes and a huge yes.” 

It’s unclear whether he will be 
eligible to play next season. There 
are questions about his eligibility 
after he participated in a “Born 
Ready” documentary during his 
junior year at high school.

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Hossa shuns Cup quest for Chicago's cash 


Blackhawks let Havlat go to Wild, who lost Gaborik to Rangers

Just when the slowing economy figured to 
put a crimp in spending for NHL free agents, 
Marian Hossa hit the open market again. 

And instead of taking a discount on a one- 
year deal to take a shot at a Stanley Cup title, 
Hossa cashed in a megadeal with the up-and- 
coming Chicago Blackhawks on Wednesday. 

A few hours after the NHL free-agent sea- 
son was open for business, the Blackhawks 
said goodbye to Martin Havlat and set their 
sights on Hossa. It didn’t take long to come to 
terms on a 12-year, $62.8 million contract. 

It was the headline move on a typically busy 
first day of free-agent shopping. 

The New York Rangers landed the second- 
biggest prize of the day, signing high-scor- 
ing forward Marian Gaborik away from the 
Minnesota Wild with a five-year, $37.5 mil- 
lion contract. That deal came together once 
the Rangers couldn’t complete a trade with 
the Ottawa Senators for disgruntled forward 
Dany Heatley. 

Heatley remained in limbo. He was due 
a $4 million bonus payment from whatever 
team he was a member of at midnight. 

The NHL salary cap rose only $100,000 
from last season to $56.8 million. With con- 
cerns that the financial crisis could strike the 
league harder this season, and force the 2010- 
11 cap to drop, the belief was teams would be 
more cautious about entering into long-term 
deals. 

The Blackhawks didn’t seem too concerned, 
and will absorb a $5.23 million cap hit on Hos- 
sa’s contract. 

Chicago kept spending on Thursday, sign- 
ing John Madden, a center who has spent his 
entire 10-year career with the New Jersey 
Devils. 

Madden helped the Devils make the play- 
offs the last nine seasons, including Stanley 
Cup titles in 2000 and 2003. A year ago, he 
had 16 assists and seven goals in 76 games. 

“We haven’t used the [unrestricted free- 
agent market] that often because it’s when you 
get the most onerous contracts with the most 
unfavorable term,’ San Jose Sharks general 
manager Doug Wilson said. “I’ve used the 
term ‘irrational exuberance’ that takes place 
at this time of year.” 

Hossa left the Eastern Conference cham- 
pion Pittsburgh Penguins last summer to join 
the defending champion Detroit Red Wings 
— saying he believed that gave him the best 
chance to win the Stanley Cup. But the Pen- 
guins dethroned the Red Wings last month, 
leaving Hossa in second place again. 

“Now I don’t have to worry about dealing 
with it year to year. I’m set for 12 years. That 
will make it easier and I can focus on hockey,”

Hossa said. 

Hossa is joining the Blackhawks, his fourth 
team since 2008, and their stable of young 
stars headlined by Jonathan Toews and Pat- 
rick Kane. 

With Hossa in place in Chicago, Havlat 
signed a six-year deal with Minnesota late 
Wednesday to replace Gaborik. The Black- 
hawks also let go of goalie Nikolai Khabibulin, 
who signed a four-year deal with the Edmon- 
ton Oilers. 

“We were just unable to get a deal done with 
Marty,” Chicago general manager Dale Tallon 
said. “It was 11:01 and we decided to go in a 
different direction. The important thing we’re 
doing is to keep the core together. So this deal 
was important to get done at this term to help 
us in the future solidify that core group. ... I 
wish Marty and Nik all the best. We’re turn- 
ing the page and moving forward.” 

The action got started even before noon 
(EDT), when teams were first allowed to ne- 
gotiate with free agents from other teams. 

The Vancouver Canucks finally reached 
matched deals to retain identical twins Hen- 
rik and Daniel Sedin — the team’s leading 
scorers last season with 82 points. 

They each signed five-year, $30.5 million 
contracts. 

Defenseman Mattias Ohlund left the Ca- 
nucks after 11 seasons to sign a seven-year 
contract with the Tampa Bay Lightning. 


The Swede, 32, played in 770 games with 
the Canucks and is the team’s career leader 
in goals by a defenseman with 93. The Se- 
dins are now the longest-tenured players with 
Vancouver. 

The Montreal Canadiens were busy for a 
second straight day, signing former Calgary 
Flames forward Mike Cammalleri to a five- 
year, $30 million deal, and defensemen Jaroslav 
Spacek and Hal Gill. Spacek left the Buffalo 
Sabres for a three-year, $11.5 million contract, 
and Gill was lured away from the Penguins by a 
two-year contract worth $4.5 million. 

The Canadiens completed their spending 
binge by nabbing forward Brian Gionta from 
the New Jersey Devils with a five-year, $25 
million contract. 

Combined with Tuesday’s six-player trade 
that brought center Scott Gomez to the Cana- 
diens from the New York Rangers, Montreal 
is on the hook for contracts worth $107.8 mil- 
lion. Gomez, a former teammate of Gionta 
with New Jersey, has five years left on his deal 
with a cap charge of $7.35 million per season. 

However, the Canadiens didn’t retain de- 
fenseman Mike Komisarek, who signed a 
five-year, $22.5 million deal with the archri- 
val Toronto Maple Leafs. 

Toronto also added some much-needed 
toughness by agreeing to terms with former 
Rangers enforcer Colton Orr on a four-year, 
$4 million deal. 

New York wasted little time in replac- 
ing him with former Washington Capitals 
forward Donald Brashear, the NHL’s most- 
feared fighter.

mThe New York Islanders pried goalie 
Dwayne Roloson, 39, away from the Edmon- 
ton Oilers, giving them an experienced back- 
up who could step into the top spot if Rick 
DiPietro is still injured. Roloson received a 
two-year, $5 million contract. 

mSteve Begin left Dallas for the Boston 
Bruins. 

™@ Forward Erik Cole re-signed with the 
Carolina Hurricanes for two years and $5.8 
million. 

m™ Defenseman Andy Greene stayed with 
New Jersey, signing a two-year contract 
worth $1.475 million.

WIMBLEDON, England— Venus 
and Serena Williams won in con- 
trasting fashion Thursday to set 
up their fourth all-sister Wimble- 
don final and eighth meeting in a 
Grand Slam title match. 

Two-time champion Serena 
saved a match point and over- 
came Elena Dementieva 6-7 (4), 
7-5, 8-6 in 2 hours, 49 minutes 
— the longest women’s semifinal 
at Wimbledon in at least 40 years. 
Five-time winner Venus needed 
only 51 minutes to demolish Di- 
nara Safina 6-1, 6-0 and reach her 
eighth Wimbledon final. 

“Oh, my God, this is my eighth 
final, and it’s a dream come to 
true to be here again and have the 
opportunity to hold the plate up,” 
Venus said. 

The sisters, who hold 17 Grand 
Slam titles between them, will 
face each other in a Fourth of 
July final. 

“A fourth final — it’s so excit- 
ing. It was so hard before my 
match to watch all that drama,” 
Venus said, referring to Serena’s 
semifinal. “It was so difficult. But 
the hardest part is next to come, 
to play Serena Williams.” 

One Williams or the other has 
won seven of the past nine cham- 
pionships at the All England Club. 
Serena beat Venus in the 2002 
and ’03 finals, and Venus beat her 
younger sister last year. 

Venus is bidding to become the 
first woman since Steffi Graf in 
1991-93 to win Wimbledon three 
years in a row. 

There have been seven previ- 
ous all-Williams championship 
matches in majors, with Serena 
holding a 5-2 lead. Overall, the 
sisters are 10-10. 

“The more we play, the better it 
gets,” Serena said. “When we play 
our match on Saturday, you know, 
it’s for everything. This is what 
we dreamed of when we were 
growing up in Compton (Calif.) 
20-something years ago. This is

what we worked for, and this is 
what we want. Like I wanted her 
to win today and she wanted me 
to win today. It’s all come down to 
this.” 

The difference in the semi- 
finals couldn’t have been more 
striking. 

The Serena-Dementieva match 
was the longest women’s Wimble- 
don semifinal by time since 1969; 
records are incomplete before 
then. Venus’ victory was the most 
one-sided women’s _ semifinal 
since Billie Jean King beat Rosie 
Casals by the same score in 1969. 
The last time a semifinal ended 
6-0, 6-0 was in 1925. 

After Serena’s tense, drama- 
filled escape against Demen- 
tieva, Venus barely broke a sweat 
against Safina. The Russian is 
ranked and seeded No. 1 despite 
never having won a Grand Slam 
tournament. Safina won only 
20 points and was completely 
outclassed by the third-seeded 
Venus, who has been playing 
some of her best grass-court ten- 
nis in this tournament. 

One remarkable _ statistic 
summed it up: Venus was cred- 
ited with just one unforced error 
in the match. She had 16 winners, 
while Safina had 16 unforced er- 
rors and six winners. 

“T went out there and I was able 
to really stay focused,’ Venus 
said. “I have so much experience 
on this court. It helps a lot.” 

Serena, meanwhile, was pushed 
to the limit by the fourth-seeded 
Dementieva but raised her game 
when needed. 

“Tt’s definitely one of my more 
dramatic victories, for sure,” Ser- 
ena said. 

Dementieva, who has never 
won a Grand Slam title, played 
one of the best matches of her 
career and nearly eliminated a 
player who has won 10 majors. 

“Elena played so well, and 
we gave the crowd a wonderful 
match,” Serena said. “It was re- 
ally, really tough.”

PITTSBURGH — Shortstop 
Jack Wilson apologized to the 
Pittsburgh Pirates on Wednes- 
day for criticizing the team’s lat- 
est trades, saying his frustration 
at losing three more teammates 
made it seem as if he were angry 
at his own club. 

Wilson was clearly upset after 
the Pirates traded outfielder 
Nyjer Morgan on Tuesday, say- 
ing he was “beyond tired of such 
moves” — including last month’s 
deal that sent All-Star outfielder 
Nate McLouth to Atlanta. 

“It’s tough for the guys who’ve 
been here and have seen these 
trades happen and _ absolutely 
do nothing,” Wilson said several 
hours after the deals were made. 
“T’ve seen these trades two or 
three times a year and we still 
haven’t had a winning season.” 

Wilson expressed disappoint- 
ment before Wednesday’s game 
against the Chicago Cubs that his 
remarks appeared to be overly 
critical of management. 

“Some of my comments were 
pretty harsh,” he said. “TI definite- 
ly don’t want to be the guy who is 
butting heads with the organiza- 
tion or trying to cause any type of 
negativity, so I apologize. 

“When you are here in the mo- 
ment and you’re talking to guys 
and everyone is bummed out, you 
maybe lose your head a little bit 
and vent. A lot of the things I said, 
I thought about ... and they were 
pretty inaccurate,” he said. 

The latest trades — the Pirates 
also shed backup outfielder Eric 
Hinske and reliever Sean Bur- 
nett — were unpopular among 
the players, though not as much 
as the McLouth deal. That trade 
— McLouth for three prospects 
— caused first baseman Adam 
LaRoche to say every player in 
the clubhouse was furious. 

The Morgan deal upset players 
who wondered why a productive 
outfielder with a good attitude 
who brought speed to the top of 
the lineup was being traded for 
Lastings Milledge, a failed pros- 
pect with the New York Mets and 
Washington Nationals.

ARLINGTON, Texas — With 
their offense hitting the skids in 
June, the Texas Rangers were 
dropping fast in the division 
standings. Just in time, Texas 
broke out of its monthlong slum- 
ber to keep things interesting in 
the American League West. 

Hank Blalock’s second homer 
of the game, a two-run shot with 
two outs in the ninth inning, gave 
Texas a 9-7 victory Wednes- 
day night over Los Angeles and 
moved the Rangers within a half 
game of the first-place Angels in 
the division. 

Texas was hitting .221 in June 
before breaking out with five 
home runs in a 9-5 victory Tues- 
day over Los Angeles. 

The Rangers played small ball 
early to get a 7-1 lead, then used 
Blalock’s blast to hold on. 


“There will be times when 
things don’t go right, and that 
was one of those times,” Texas 
manager Ron Washington said. 
“Those guys never dropped their 
heads. We try to play the game 
the way it’s presented to us.” 

Michael Young singled off 
Justin Speier (3-2) leading off 
the Texas ninth. David Murphy 
dropped down a sacrifice bunt to 
move Young to second and Mar- 
lon Byrd struck out. 

Blalock, who homered in the 
fourth, hit the first pitch into the 
grassy area beyond the fence in 
center field. 

“T tried to throw a backdoor 
slider,” Speier said. “That was not 
the right pitch.” 

Texas took two of three from 
the Angels and is 5-1 against Los 
Angeles this season. The teams 
meet again for a three-game set 
next week in California. 


“T don’t knowif it’s a statement,” 
said Texas’ Kevin Millwood, who 
allowed four runs in 61/3 innings. 
“TI think the statement is that 
our offense looks like it’s back to 
where it’s been in the past.” 

The Angels scored three times 
each in the seventh and ninth. 
to tie it. Juan Rivera’s three-run 
homer with two outs in the top of 
the ninth off Frank Francisco (2- 
1) made it 7-7. 

Yankees 4, Mariners 2: Alex 
Rodriguez hit atiebreaking homer 
and Andy Pettitte (8-3) pitched 
seven innings in host New York’s 
seventh straight victory. Johnny 
Damon and Melky Cabrera also 
went deep for the Yankees, who 
overcame Ken Griffey Jr.’s 621st 
home run. 

Mariano Rivera saved his third 
consecutive game, increasing his 
career total to 502 and getting his 
20th in 21 chances this season. 


White Sox 6, Indians 2: Jose 
Contreras got a rare road victory, 
pitching eight innings as Chicago 
won its fifth straight. Contreras 
(3-7) improved to 3-2 with a 2.17 
ERA since being recalled from 
the minors. The right-hander, 
who was 1-6 in his previous 10 
road starts, allowed two runs and 
five hits with eight strikeouts. 

Cleveland has dropped five 
straight and 13 of 15. 

Red Sox 6, Orioles 5 (11): 
Visiting Boston used a four-run 
ninth to pull even, and Julio Lugo 
singled in the tiebreaking run in 
the 11th. Jonathan Papelbon got 
three outs in the 11th for his 20th 
save this season and the 133rd 
with the Red Sox, breaking the 
team record held by Bob Stanley. 

Ramon Ramirez (5-2) worked 
the 10th as the Red Sox, who took 
two of three from Baltimore, won 
a seventh straight series. 


Twins 5, Royals 1: At Kansas 
City, Mo., Joe Mauer went 3-for- 
3, raising his average to .392 and 
backing pitcher Glen Perkins

After walking in the first in- 
ning, Mauer stroked three con- 
secutive singles, driving in one 
run and scoring one as the Twins 
completed a 6-3 trip that began 
in Milwaukee and St. Louis. He 
was walked intentionally in the 
eighth. 

Athletics 5, Tigers 1: Jason 
Giambi and Jack Cust broke out 
of funks with two-run homers 
and host Oakland’s Dallas Braden 
(6-7) went seven innings to end a 
four-start winless stretch. 

Giambi’s drive in the sixth off 
Justin Verlander (8-4) was his 
407th, tying Duke Snider for 43rd 
on the career list.

source: Detroit agrees to deals with Gordon, Villanueva

DETROIT — The Detroit Pis- 
tons wanted to add talent and get 
younger this offseason. 

On the first day of free agency, 
Detroit did both. 

Ben Gordon and Charlie Villan- 
ueva agreed in principle to five- 
year contracts with the Pistons, a 
person with the knowledge of the 
negotiations told The Associated 
Press on Wednesday night. 

The person, who spoke on the 
condition of anonymity because 
NBA rules prohibit announcing 
deals with free agents until next 
week, said Gordon’s contract is 
worth $50-plus million and Vil- 
lanueva will make at least $35 
million. 

Gordon, 26, averaged 20.7 
points last season for the Chicago 
Bulls, leading them in scoring for 
the fourth straight year. 

He improved his market value 
by scoring 42 points in a play- 
off game against the defending 
champion Boston Celtics and av- 
eraging a team-high 24.3 points 
in seven playoff games. 

Bulls officials had said re-sign- 
ing Gordon, the No. 3 pick in 
2004, was a top priority after pre- 
viously failing to keep the former 
Connecticut star with a long-term 
contract. 

Villanueva, who turns 25 next 
month, averaged 16.2 points and 
6.7 rebounds last season for the 
Milwaukee Bucks. He went from 
being a restricted free agent to 
an unrestricted one when Mil- 
waukee chose to not make him a 
qualifying offer. 

The Toronto Raptors drafted 
Villanueva No. 7 overall out of 
Connecticut in 2005 and trad- 
ed him to Milwaukee after his 
rookie season when he averaged 
13 points and 6.4 rebounds and 
picked for the All-Rookie team.
